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PREFACE. 



TTN giving the public fome Account of the Life of a man of 
"** an extraordinary charaftei*, there is danger, of cither (ajr- 
ing too much, or too little ; of either expofing much of his weak- 
nels, or rendering him an objeft of contempt to the ignoraint. 
Had he no infirmities, he would not be a mere man 5 if we dipi 
play too many of his excellencies, we render the whole lac- 
count, given of him, fufpicious* It has been often found, tKaf 
faithfulnefs and fimplicity, have abundantly fupp.lied the place of 
bright parts, and great penetration in the hiftprian 5 and a Jo- 
dicious and candid reader, will feaft upon the undifguifed relation^ 
of the a^b'ons of an open, unpremeditated chara£ler, with mucfi 
more pleafure, than the perufal of a life drawn up according f 
the rules of art, and with laboured criticifm, ^ 

The Compilers of the Ijife, of the late Mr. Howell Harris, 
have not attempted to decorate, what he has written of himfelf, 
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er to ilfuftrate any circuinftances> by diCgnii^ occult canfes of 
this, or the other, particular a^lion, or event. They knew him 
many years, not only^n friends who occsiieaally convcrfcd wifh 
him, and were diilant fpeflators, but as parts of his family, who 
faw all his movements, by day and Aight i who gexierally heard 
his firft thought, upon every new fubje^l, or propofed plan ; and 
were witnefles of the fteps he took to accompliih what he be- 
lieved, to be right} and they frequtotly took a confWcrable fliare 
in the execution. Though their efteem for him grew with the 
opportunities they had, of difcovering his princi{^es and praftice, 
yet they did nqt implicitly, follow his words, farther than ihey 
. wcfc perfuaded In their own mindsj and they were not blind to 
lits weaknefies* They received real internal benefit from their 
ipiaai acquaintance with him, and to this day, his memory is 
4esur and valuable, to them : zt\d they are ready to fay, that 
•♦ Though dead, he yet Ipeaketh to them } as well as to many 
jnoit, who were of his large family, at Trevecka,^ 

The ComjMlers, determined to deliver to the public, a fhort 
fctcb of bis life, in all fimplicity j hoping that tbofe who pbflcfs 
^owledge, of the ways of God, may reap fome benefit, from 
thcpeniialj and learn, like Mr. Harris, to follow, in fimjJkity, 
Ae leading of the Lo» d's Spirit, in their own line of life. And 
therefore, it is delivered to the reader, in its homely, but intelligi- 
ble dfc^ The reader muft therefore attend to the matter, and 
not to the manner, if he intends, either to judge with candour^ 
«r to reap any advantage from it* 

They 
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They put the draught of thisikctch, of Mr. Harrises life, int« 
the hands, of the writer of this J^reface, for his revifion, as they 
knew, he was acquainted with the man, and feme times, vifitei 
his houfe and family 5 and that though he did not labour in tl« 
fame field, yet, he honored his chara^er : and approved of the 
general aim, of his proceedings. After infpefling the copy, it 
ieemed however, beil to leave it as when firft compiled^ with 

a few verbal alterations, as it will appear, that the dialed is 
agreeable to the place, of Mr. Harrises nativity and education, 
and with a very few alterations, of any other kind. 

' Tho' the writer of the Preface, found himfelf difpofed 
to write a kind of apology for Mr. Ifarris, yet be will not' take 
up much pf the readers time, with it. He met' with the fate 
of mod worthy men, who have ftepped out of the common beat^ 
path, endeavouring to march forth in the defence of tnil^ 
to reform mankind. For he has been defamed, and many things 
laid to his charge, which prejudiced fome againft him, for « 
time, not only fucb, who are always ready to believe calum* 
iiies,,but of well meaning and worthy men. The writer of 
this, looked upon him once, by means o^f what he heard, as at 
leaft, a Ailpicious charafter, but upon clofe enquiry, he receiv- 
ed fuch well authenticated information, as removed his doubt% 
and rendered him more valuable in his eyes, than Mr. Harris^ 
ever would have been } had he not been, in a meafure, mifs* 
led, by mifreprefentations. 

The natural warmth, of every man, of Mr. Harrises com- 
plexion, would, and muft naturally produce fomething /rr/«-. 
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• triCt in the moft ordinary walk, or ftation of life ; but when 
we confider the extraordinary courfe he took, it is not to be 
wondered at> that there not only appeared, but that fo4|iething 
really was eccentric, in feveral parts of his conduft. He believed, 
he was called by God, to the work in which he fpent himfelf, 
and indeed, if we are to judge by the fruits, it mufl be 

•wned, by tho(e who belieye that God has a (becial influence 
upon, and has the direfUon of his fervants, that he had that 
particulai' call, from God. He was ((ill a man, and liable to 
miftakes, and fome of his miftakes arofe, from his zeal to accom- 
plifli fpeedily, the work, to which he was called. His natural 
impetuoHty, made him at times forget, that he that believeth will 
not make haile. But is it right, to expe^ more, from a man 
ailing in fuch a fphere, in our days, than from thofe who have 
been made inftruments^ in the hand of God, tathegreateft 
purpofcs, even fuch as relate to the kingdom of God ? Was 
LutbeTi or ddinn^ pr any of our ^nglijb Reformers, without 
Ibme (bong marks of eccentricity ? and is it not evident, that 
even their very eccentricity, tended to the accomplifhment of the 
great work, to which they were appointed ? Had they formed 
an ^eccentric plan, knowing it to be fuch, they would have been 
inezcufable, but the neceffity of the caie and time, produced an 
unpremeditated condu6^,— which to cold fpe6lation appeared 
very eccentric, but which was in reality, all circumftances con- 
£dered, regular, and neceflary for that period. Luther ^ was a man 
of warm paiHons, and his natural temper, would have been pro- 
duaive of the greatcft injuries, to himfelf and others, had not God 
appropriated his warmth, and made it Ibbfervient to the great 
p«r]?ofc8 of the reformation. It fcems that the fanje may juftly b^ 

faid 
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faid of M^. Harrir^ temper, in idation to the purpofe, for 
which God prepared him. 

Mr. Harris, was naturally of an opeh and choleric difpofition, 
he was no politician, in the general, or vulgar acception pf 
the word. He veas undifguifed, in his words and a£lions, im- 
petuous in his proceedings, would flatter no man, nor give up 
a particle of what he was pcrfuaded to be truth, to pleafe his 
deareft and neareft friend. The grace pf God made a great 
alteration in his temper, and notwithftanding his aflivity^ he 
would often retire, and fpend many hours alone, in prayer, and 
in making fupplications for bis own foul, and the fouls of bis 
people, &c. His zeal for the houfe (that is the work) of the 
Lord, might be faid to eat him up. He frequently neglefled 
his health, and was indifferent to food, at the dated times, and 
even to deep. He neither attended to heat, or cold, if called f 
do fomething, which he believed, to be the will of GoD« Such 
was his indefatigablenefs, in the work of the Lord, during the 
fpacc of thirty-nine years. Seventeen of which he fpent in tra- 
velling through fTakSf and great part of England, preaching, 
and cxhoiting, in the high- ways and hedges, wakes and revels, 
&f, and though he had much oppoljtion and perfecution, yet 
he was more than conqueror, through Christ, that loved him. 
The remainder olF his life, he pioftly fpent at Tre^wcka, where 
he faithfully miniftered, to a large family, colleifled to him there, 
by means of his miniftry, in former years. It appears from 
his life, that the colle6ling of this family, was unintentional, 
and a candid infidel, who takes a view of that houfe, and con- 
fiders its beginning, progrefs, its ftate at his death, and prefent 
condition, muft fay, that there was a particular hand of God 

in it. 

Tho* 
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Tho^ he himfelf had^s much oppofition as any, by the Rulera 
in the eftabliflied Church, he faw that thefe things, in fome 
meafure, forced fome out of the Church, tho' others left it from 
varioHS motives, which were lefs «xcufable \ yet he remained im-* 
Vioveable in his attachment to it, and was notwithftanding far 
from bigotry. He loved and honored all who he believed 
they were children and fervants of God, of cv^ry denomination. 
(The writer of thi« was an inftance of it.) And according to 
his full perfuafion, on this head, he regulated every thing, in liis 
large family, conformable to it. 

Mr. Harris^ was looked upon by fome, as a defigning, and 
felf-intereftcd man, his life and death have proved the contrary. 
And if we arc to' judge of caufes, by the effefls, we fliall find 
that his principles and practice, have produced no bad moral, 
civil, or religious Fa£ls \ but on the contrary, his do£lrines have 
|>roduced virtuous men, good fellow-citisens, good fubjefls, and 
devout members, of the eftabli/hed Church. 

It is hoped, that the following fimplc relation of his life, 
vrill be a blefiing to fome, fa leading them to the Fountain of 
Salvation, in our Lord Jesus Christ.

Wtic£,«^|Sh^)J( WAS bom at Trevecka^ in the 
9 JK IhL^ Pariih of Talgarth^ in the County 
% I ^ of Brecon^ on January 23d. 17I4« 
•"^ 1^# My Parents kept me at School till 
)}(#t&ij^^f'd#)K I was eighteen years old; I made 
a confiderable prog^efs in Ziearniilig^ i)iy Father thea 
dying, I was fo far difcouraged, a& not to entertaia 
any thoughts of appearing in* the world in a public 
capacity, and therefore undertook to keep a country 
School : having no ferious friends to converfe with^ 
and being now without any reftraints upon tne, I 
was foon carried away with the ftream of Vanity, 
pride, and youthfuU diverfions^ i?yhich got the af- 
cendant in my fouK 
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The many ferious thoughts and reflexions 1 
before ufed to be feized with, were now obliged ta 
give way to my pleafufes, and yet, having always 
an habitual convi£t;ion in my heart, I was not eafy. 

My fphere of acquaintance among my fuperiorS 
became latger, aftd I had profnifing vifew^ of prefer- 
ment in the world ; being intended for Holy Orders. 

But while I was thus about entering more 
publicly on the ftagc of life, and while ill my 
corruptions grew ftronger and ftronger in me, and 
many providences feemed to concur to raife me in 
this world ; the Lord was pleafed to glorify his free 
Grace in awakening me to a fenfe of the miferable 
ftate I was, and had been in, tho' I knew it not. 

About the one and twentieth year of my Ag^j 
on March 30 th 1735. our Parifli Minifter was ufing 
arguments to prove the neceffity of receivmg the 
Sacrament, and in anfwering objections which people 
make againft going to it, viz. our being notfit^ &c. 
I refolved to go to the Lord's Table the following 
Sunday, being Eajier-day : And by his faying, « If 
•' you are not fit to come to the Lord's Table, you 
*' are not fit to come to Church, you are not fit 
•' to live, nor fit to die," I was convinced, and re- 
folved to leave my outward vanities ; for as yet, I 
knew and faw but very little of my inward corrup- 
tion I and as a ftep to prepare myfelf (as I thought it) 



I was immediately in going home from Church 
reconciled to a neighbour I had fome difference 
with i acknowledging my own feult, and forgiving 
his. But knowing nothing of the Wedding-gar- 
ment, being yet an utter ftranger to all inward Re- 
ligion, and the mifery of my ftate by nature ; and 
confequently knowing nothing truly of the Lord 
Jesus, but only what I learned by reading, and m 
notions ; I had advanced no farther than forming a 
refolution to lead a new life, tho' I knew not where 
to begin or what to do. 

But however, I went to the Lord's Table on 
Eafter-dey ; and by repeating the words in the Con- 
feffion, '' The remembrance of our fins is grievous 
"unto us, the burden of them is intolerable.** 
J began to refledl within me, to fearch whether this 
was my cafe, and foon found my confei&on was only 
words, and could not find any inward grief at the 
remembrance of them, nor indeed was their burden a 
heavy load to me : I was then convinced it ought to 
be fo, and finding it was not, I {aw I was going to 
the Lord's Table with a lie in my mouth; this, 
and a fenfe of the folemnity of the Sacred feaft ftruck 
me, fo that I was much inclined to withdraw; till 
XSky mind was quieted, by having determined to lead 
a new life; and in that refolution I went to the 
Table, and received the Pledge of God's dying love. 
Then I began that following week, and the week 
(ucceeding, to be more ferious and thoughtful, and 
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was given to prayer, and ftrorc t6 kee^ my heart 
and thojughts fixed on die Lord, but all in vain; 
thus I went on for a fortnight, till I had admoft loft 
my convictions. 

Whek on J^il Ac 20 th, providence put a 
Sook in my band; I k)oked on the latter part 
of it, as ^ help to feif-^e^qimrnation, as foon as I 
began to reiid it, I was convinced, that in every 
branch of my Puty to Qon, to myf^lf, and to my 
neighbours, I was guilty, and had fallen fhort. I 
found again the fame evening a Book written by 
Bryan Dufpa^ on t;he Commandments, which made 
my coovi^ion6^ fomewhat deeper; the more I read, 
|he greater did the fpiritval light {hone in my mind, 
by (hewing me the extent of the I^aw of God, call- 
ing me to. accoimt, not only for outward groi^ iini, 
but for our looks, aims, and <nds, in all we think, fay, 
or do ; then I &w plainly and clearly, that if I was^ 
to be judged by tlut Law, I was undone forerer* 

Thus the more I fearched into th^ nwturt df 
things, the more T &w myfetf^ and aH others, that 
I converfed with, in the broad way to deftruAion» 
Then I was foon convinced, that I wafir void of 
ftll fph-itual life ; and came to find I was Carnal, and 
fold under fin ; and felt I co«ild no more believe, or 
mourn for my fins, than I could afcend t6 heaven. 
i began to humble myfelf by falling, and denying 
inyfdf in ttery outwtf d comfort, but knew as yet 

nothing 
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|}6diifigpf the inward feif^defrial wherch cur Savtoui^ 
ttqoins ; I bad no kn<ywledge df the Blood of Jesus, 
tfcc only Enoaain ^ned jftr fin itnd frt n^^Umnefiy 
Zee* rm. i. and being a wial ftraiiger Dd the Itfe 
of faith ; and therefore all this white in % tdamnable 
ftate, and in danger of final deftrudlion. 

Thus having laid no f<Mindatio^ I knew not the 
$ATicuit'$ voice, till ofle day in prayer, I felt a 
ftrong iaipreffion on my mind to give myfetf to God 
as I was, and CO leave all to follow him. fiat pre- 
iendy fek a ftrong ^pofition to it, backed vritk 
reafons, that if I would give myfelf to the Loud, I 
&OQld lofe my liberty, and would then be not my 
own, or in my own power j but after a great con*- 
£v£i for fome time, I wa^ made willing to bid adieo 
to all things temporal, ^nd ehofe the Lord for my 
)^rt(6n* I bdi^e, I wa$ then effedually called to 
beaifoilowef of the Lamb, and had fome inwarl 
fatisfadion in my foul s ^^ had no evidence of my 
iicccfitance with God, tifl the following /:ri^/i/frWif/t 
i(t the &acf»aient| 

May i2Sth> 1735. I wwit thither, labouring and 
lieavy ladeft under the guilt and power of my fins % 
havitig read in a book, that if we woold go to the 
Sacrament, fimply believing in the Loud Jes<t« 
CnitisT^ we fliould receive forgivenefs of all our 
fms^j and fo it was to me: I was convinced by the 
{|ptY GH08t> that Christ dyed for me, and that 
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all my fins were laid on him ; I was now acquitted 
at the bar of Juftice, and in my confcience ; this 
evidenced itfelf to be true faith, by the peace, joy, 
watchfulnefs, hatred to fin^ and fear of offending 
God, that followed it -<» 

I was then delivered from a grievous temptation^ 
that had followed me ever fince I had firft given my- 
felf to the Lord : before that time I never knew what 
inward trials, and fpiritual confli6ls were, only now 
and then I had fome uneaAnefs from an awakened 
confcience, which was quite different from thofe 
fore trials that I bore from Atheiftical thoughts, that 
made my life a burden to me; for they came with 
fuch force and power on my mind, that I could not 
withftand them. But at the Sacrament, by viewing 
my God on the crofs, I was delivered from theft 
temptations ; now, the world and all thoughts of 
human applaufe and preferment were quite vanifh<«> 
ed from my fight j the fpiritual world, and eternity 
began (though as yet but faintly) to appear ; now I 
began to have other views and motives, different 
from what I had ; viz. I felt fome inlatiable defires 
fafter the falvation of poor finners ; my heart longed 
for their being convinced of their fins and mifery. 
I alfo found my(elf a ftranger here ; all my heart was 
drawn from the world and vifible things, and were 
in purfuit of a more valuable riches ; I now began 
to be more happy, and could not help telling in 
going home from Church, that JVhitfunday^ that I 

knew 
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knew my fins were forgiven me ; though I ha^ 
never heard any one make that confeffion before, 
or fay it could be obtained ; but I was fo deeply con- 
vinced, that nothing could fliake my aflurance of it« 
However I knew not whether I fhould continue in 
that ftate ; having never converfed with any that had 
his face towards Sion, and who could inftru<Sl me in 
the way of the Lord j but the cry of my foul being 
then, ^ Now or never j If God leaves thee now, and 
^< thou ftifleft thefe convictions and bleffings, thou art 
** undone forever." This fear of loofing what I 
had then, kept me fading, praying, and watching con- 
tinually. Though I had peace with God ; yet I was 
apprehenfive of feeing any of my old companions, left I 
fliould grow cold again ; and this alfo induced me to 
keep clofe to him in all duties, and to keep a {ir\£t 
watch over my fpirit, heart, and lips, dreading all 
lightnefs of mind, and idle words, and foolifh jeft« 
ing, which I was fo prone to by nature. 

June i8th, 1735. being in fecret prayer, I felt 
fuddenly my heart melting within me like wax be« 
fore the fire with love to God my Saviour ; and 
alfo felt not only love, peace, &c. but longing to 
be diffhhedy and to be with Christ ; then was a 
cry in my inmoft foul, which I was totally un- 
aquainted with before, Abba Father ! Abba Father ! 
I could not help calling God my Father ; 
I knew that I was his child, and that He loved 
me, and heard me. My foul being filled and 

fatiated. 
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JTatiated, crying, " *Tis encmgh, I am fatisfied. Give 
** me ftrength, and 1 wiH foMow die^ through fire and 
'*• water -^** I could fay I wasr happy indeed^— 
There was in me a well of watery fpringing' up- to 
everlajting life — John iv. 1 4; 'The tove of God xxms 
(bed abroad in my heart by the Holy GHbSTi 
Rom. V. 5. 

Being ftill ignorant of God's method of brmg- 
ing the loft fons of Adam home to himfdf^ I did not 
know in Scripture term, whsCt I had now received ; 
neTfheir did 1 lorig retain this immediate fraition of 
God by hrs Spirit} but as I ftill kept fchooh (wait- 
ing^ for my cat! fronl fome near relation to go to 
Oxford) I felt fome tifings of anger in my heart 
towards 6ne of the children ; the enemy immediate- 
ly accufed me, and ailed ged tb me that I had now 
fbrfeked all the happinefs^ which I had juft before 
enjoyed ; and' that I was fallen from Grace, and 
therefore in a worfe condition than ever; this gave 
me no frtialt pain and coafufion, And whilft 1 was in 
this agony (hateing myfetf entirely for finning againft 
this good God, the Saviour of Aniiers) on account 
of the k>(s of that felicity 1 had enjoyed, I Was ready 
todefpbndj but God pitied me, and foon fent that 
word home to my foul, I change not. Mal« 
iii^ 6. That fuch word was ffcriptural I knew not, 
and how to apply it to myfetf was at a great lofs ; 
till light broke in upon my foul, to Ihew mt that my 
fktvation did not depend on my own faithfulnef^, 

but 
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biit on the faithfulnefs of Jesus Christ ; thcrrfow^ 
though I change, yet becaufe He changeth not, I 
was fecurc. Then I was entirely freed from all fears, 
and found uninterrupted reft in the love and faithful* 
neis of Goo my Saviour. 

I was all this while a total ftranger to all the con- 
Iroverfies about Religion, I only knew this, that 
God loved me, and would love me for his own 
name's (ake freely to the end ; this made me to love 
bim again, and ftudy how to fhew ndy love to him* 
I cannot exprefs the comfort I now enjoyed in my 
foul, being continually favoured with the Divine 
prefence ; having my converfation in heaven. Now 
I could talk of nothing but fpiritual things, which 
foon brought contempt upon me : I was daily derid- 
ed by fome, and pitied by others ; fome ftrove to ter- 
rify me, and others to allure me with counfel, that 
favoured too much of the wifdom of this world, to 
have any weight wit^ me. All my ftudy was 
now to fliew my gratitude to my God. But it 
grived me ftill, that I had neither ieen nor heard of 
any \n the country who feemed in earneft to work 
out bis own Salvation^ or to have any faving know- 
ledge of God in Christ; though I did not fo 
much then as imagine that I ftiould be ufeful, {ee-» 
ing not the leaft probability of it, but rather the con^ 
trary. 

I had frequent thoughts of hiding myfelf from 
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my tmnd^ dreading notfiing more tbaa to be 
IsnowQ io thie workL

From that time to the prcf^nt, I can fiiy tbafmy 
life had be?n a life of fefth, pleading with Wm, that I 
wholly depended on his bleffed promifea — I dSaily Rrtd 
him to be feithful, and they that truft in him fhall not 
be afhamed. But this appears as Enthufiafm to flefh 
and blood; tho* we catt God our Fatbtbr, own 
him to be the difjpofcr of all things, and that his word 
is truth y yet we will not give him that credit, which 
we give to mortal unfaithful man 2 This indeed ap, 
pears dreadful to me, and therefore I viras de- 
termined to truft forever on his bleffed promife for 
my temporal bleffings, as it is all my truft for eter- 
nal life. Thus in all my wants, I had no where to 

apply 
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lipply bit to tfae^rotnife, and in Ihtt aSone^ I ttit^ 
^dare, I have found enough. 

In this light I fiiw my own mifery by nature^ 
and confequendy could not help feeing all that I had 
been acquainted with, of every rank and degree, 
going alio as I had done in the Inroad way that leadsi 
to dejiru^ion. It very evidently appears by the 
teftimony of God's word, and th6 conduft of thc^ 
peo4ple, that this was the cafe then.^ 

There being at that time a general flumber 
over the land — The generality of people fpent the 
Lord's day contrary to the Laws of God and man ; 

it being by none rightly obferved ; neither had 

any one, whom I knew, the true knowledge of that 
God whom we pretended to worfhip. No fooner 
was the worfliip over, on the LpRD's day, than the 
conduct of the people difcovered that the heart was 
entirely alienated from all that was good. The 
remaining part of the day was fpent in indulging the 
prevailing corruptions of nature ; all family worfliip 
being utterly laid afide (except among fome of the 
DiJJinters) while an univerfal. deluge of fwearing, ly- 
ing) reviling, drunkennefs, fighting, and gaming had 
over-fpread the country, like a ihighty torrent ; and 
that without any notice taken of, or a ftop, as far as I, 
^ad feen^been attempted to be put to it.

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hand in hand in the broad way to ruin ; my foul 
was ftirred up within me ; the Minifters were the 
firft that lay on my heart ; I faw they were not in earn-^ 
eft, and did not appear to have any fenfe of their own 
danger, nor anyfeeling fenfe of the love of Christ j 
therefore, their inftruftions delivered in fuch an 
unfeeling and indifferent manner, feemed to have 
no cffeft upon any of the hearers — 1 had never yet 
feen one man awakened by the preaching in the 
country — This view of their darknefs, deadnefs, 
and indifferency, made me out of the abundance of 
my heart, fpeak to fome of thofe with whom I was 
acquainted. But finding it had no eifed);, I took my 
felf to fecret prayer, and mourning, and engaged 
fome others to pray- with me, and the Lord again 
renewed my ftrength, 

Then I could not help making it my Bufi-» 
nefs to fpeak to all, I came near, of their danger 2 
altho* I had but little knowledge of the way of falva^ 
tion by faith, yet I was happy by feeling the blefled-. 
jiefs of it in my own heart j death and judgment 
were my principal fubjefts of converfation, and the 
peceflity of praying and receiving the Sacrament, ^r . 
I began to fet up family worfliip in my mother's 
houfe J and on Sunday morning fome of the neigh- 
bours would come to hear me reading the Leflbns, and 
Pfalms, &c. The evening I fpent with a few pri-. 
Vate friends, whpm the Lord had now touched th?ir 

hearts 
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hearts with fome fenfe of their danger. Now the 
fire of God did f© burn in- my foul, that I could not 
reft day nor night, without doing fomething for my 
God and Saviour ; nor could I go with fatisfaft- 
ion to fleep, if I had not done fomething for his 
glory that day. Time was fo precious, that I knew 
not how to improve it entirely to the glory of God, 
and the good of others. When alone I was taken 
up wholly in reading, praying, or writing, &c. and 
alfo continued to go on exhorting the poor people, 
and they flocked to hear me every Sunday evening. 
I foon became the public talk of the country ; but I 
was carried as on the wings through all my trials, 
both inward and outward — I was highly favoured, 
indeed, by the Friend of finners I and was now quite 
another man j >— I feared nothing, though my life was 
in danger from the threats of fuch as loved darknefs 
rather than light ; yet I was not moved, but went on 
comfortably j little thinking all this time, that I was 
at any time to be more public. Thus I fpent that 
Summer. 1735* 

In the beginning of November following, I went 

to Oxford^ and entered at St. Marfs Hall^ under the 

tuition of ^r. Hart. But having now no tafl:e for 

the entertainments there, I fpent the greateft part of 

my time in fecret prayers, or in the public worfhip. 

My friends were now in hopes I fhould be effcdually 

cured of my Enthufiafm \ (as they called it) but 

the 



th& LoRl^ Jesus had now got pofleffion of my heart} 
{(^ tteit notwithftai^iag the prondifing profpecSt before 
me, having had the promife to be admitted as Sub- 
Tutor at a great Sch6ol, and a Benefice of 140/. per 
annum by a certain Gentleman ; and altho' I was 
encompaiTed with fair profpeds^ yet when I faw the 
irregularities, and immoralities which fufrounded me 
there, I became foon weary of the place, and cried ta 
God to deliver me from thence; and thus, after keep- 
ing that term, I was again brought to my dear friends 
in Wales. 

After my return, I was occupied in gdng front 
houfe to houfe, until I had vifited the greateft part of 
my native Parifli, together with thofe of neighbouring 
ones; t^ie people now began to aflemble by vaft 
numbers, fo that the houfes wherein we. met, could 
not contain them* The word was attended with 
fuch power, that many on the fpot cried out to. 
God for pardon of their fins — and fuch as lived in 
malice, confeffed their fms, making peacQ with each 
others, &c. and appeared in concern about their eter- 
nal ftate. Family worfhip was fetup in many houfes,^^ 
and the Churches, as far as I had gone, were crouded^ 
and likewife the Lord's table. 

It was now high time for the enemy to make a 
ftand in another manner ; therefore he not only in- 
fluenced the populace to revile, and perfecute me, 
bMt caufed the Magiftrates, and Clergy to beftir 

them« 
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th^mfelves : tbe former to threaten me, and fuch 
as would receive me to tiheir hojife^, with iioc9, &c« 
while the latter fhewed their Indignation^ and vf^d 
their endeavours to difcourage m^ by o^f nmns» 
&c« This put fon\e ftop, for a ihptt tiane^ yet it 
could not ^xtinguifh the flame that wa$ kilKiled^ 
TbpMgh fear kept many lw^k» yet fuch as were; 
drawn by the diving attraction, could not be affright «^ 
ed ; and I continued ftill to meet thofe fecretly, and 
alfo the following fpring J cpntinuqd in going from 
houfe to hou(e as before, fpea](;ing tp all that were 
inclined to hear me. By this time I gained acquaint- 
ance with feveral JUJeuUrs^ who kindly received me to 
their houfes* In this manner I went OO) till advifed 
by a particular friend the latter end of the Sum- 
mer, in 1736. to fet up a School at Trevecka^ which 
I did, but removed from thence to the Parifh 
Church. By dais means, great many ]P0ung per- 
Jbns bad laid hold of this opportunity, and came to 
be farther inftru6iod in die way of Salvation ; but Oh^ 
wkk a bleeding heart I npw think of many of them, 
feetng they were likely to end in the fleih, after they 
had begun well in the Spirit. 

The latter end of this year, a mart Went about 
to inftrudl young people to fing Pfelms, this gave 
me another opportunity to fliew my love to my dear 
fellow fmners ; for the people being met to learn, and 
to hear him fing, there was no obje6tion made, any 
more than to aflemblies met to Cock-fighting, danc- 
ing, 
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jng, &c. I laid hold of this opportunity, Vfhtn he had 
done teaching them to fing, I would give them a word 
of exhortation, and thereby many were brought 
under conviftipns, and many religious Societies were 
by thefe means formed : I began in imitation of the 
Societies which Dr. Woodward gave an account of^ 
in a little Treatife he wrote on vhat head. 1 here 
being as yet no other Societies of the kind in Eng-m 
land or Waki. The Engltjh Methodtfls not being as 
yet heard of, tho' the Lord was now, as I found 
afterward, working on fome of them in Oxford^ and 
elfe where — But when I was thus expofed to all 

K 

kinds of oppofition, tho' I faw no proper fteps which 
I could fecurely take ; yet the way was again opened, 
but was threatened that I fhould be filenced« 

But however, the beginnirig of the following 
Summer, in I737>*a certain Gentleman in Radnor^ 
Jhlre fent for me to difcourfe at his houfe ; this ftirred , 
the curiofity of fome of the better fort of people to 
come to hear me ; whilft others in converfing with 
me, had their prejudices much remolded ; and others 
were convinced. I had reafon to believe the Lord 
would be pleafed to blefs my labours j though I ftill 
continued to teach School, yet I went out every night 
to fuch places where I was fent for, and did the fame 
on the Holy- days, and on the Sabbath — until, at 
laft, about the latter end of this year, I was turned 
out of my School 5 which conduced to enlarge my 
fphere — - 

After 
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After this, I readily complied with every invita- 
tion, and went wherever I was fent for, by day and 
night ; dicourfing generally three or four, and fomc 
times, five and fix times a day, to crowded audi- 
tories. 

Now I was loaded with all manner of calumnies^ 
from all quarters : the Magiftrates threatened me, 
the Clergy preached againft me, branding me with 
the charafter of a falfe prophet, and deceiver, &c. 
the Mob was adive, laying in wait with intentions 
of mifchief ; yet during all this I was carried, as on 
the wings of an Eagle, triumphantly above all— - 
I took no particular Texts, but difcourfed freely as 
the Lord gave me utterance* The gift I had re- 
ceived was as yet to convince the confcience, of fin* 

: THEkJE appeared now, a general reformation in 

feveral counties Public diverfions became un- 

faibionable ; and religion became the common talk ; 
places of divine woribip were every where crowded. 
The fFekb Charity Schools began now to fpread, by 
the procurement of the Rev. Mr. Griffith Jones^ of 
Llanddouror ; and people in general exprefled their 
willingnefs to be litterally inftru6led ; and Societies 
were alfo fet up in many places. 

About this time, I heard by a friend that came 
from London^ of a young Clergyman, namlely Mr. 
tVhitefieJdy that preached four times a day ; and was

inwchi yeflfed- Ip feewipg thi^ my hqart was united 
tp hioi inTuch a oi^pn^^ ^^t I n^ver felt the like 
f^onneacion wi(h ^ay one b^fyt^ but yet } had , not 
tte ]^z^ B(=qfef<a of •w?r fceiiig him ; being i|iforme4 
that he had gone beyond Sea, it bei(jg his firft voyage 
to America. But in the beginning o( January ly ^8* 
I was agreeably furpri2ed by a Letter from him : he 
having providentially heard of me, wrote to me in 
order to encourage me to go on. I was at this time 
greatly diftrefled in rcfpeft to my itinerary way of 
preaching ; yet I profecuted my work with the ut- 
inoft activity. 

Thus I vrent en, having ftvect fellowfbip with 
QoD dally iti private prayer, and at the Sacrament, 
which I conftantly attended — Yet ftill being not 
fujly fettled as to my method of proceeding, I was 
fhaken by Satan, ^nd by a fenfq of the greatnefs of the 
WQ^kj arid of my own w^aknefs and incapacity for 
itis^ but ftill I was conftrained to go on, by the im- 
jiortunity of the generality of the people, ^nd by the 
\lAble good tendency of my labours, and the united 
<^all ^ approbs^tion of oiaixy whom I efteemed a$ 
graciQus Miniftei:s, and. by the continual power I felt 
with me in the work. Thus my fpirit was much 
enlivened, efpecially when in the Lord's work, and 
I fe^JCed neitbj^C nieA WJ devils. Such power and 
CQWFftge I h^d nojt by Wtrure, therefore it appeared t* 

9]ie tQi be uadi^ult^tdlj fujpejrn^.tar^ ajad from Gop. 

As 
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As to Ae CuhijtA of iiiy difcourife, it was all glv^a 
<into me in an e^fadrdihslfy fttsttih^r, ivithout die 
fcaft prettieditatibn, it was not the friiit of ttiy 
memofys for, natUJ-ally, my rtieitioty ivas bad, 
^therefore it Was die efffea of thfe irttwedlate ftrcng 
itnpiilfe which I feic in my foul, I Was not able to 
ceft ; confequently, neceffity was laid on my fpirit tp 
go and awaken fouls. Thus I weht on, tho' with 
fear and trembling, left others of bad intentions 
Ihould take occafion to go about after my example ^ 
ttherefore 1 prayed l3aat 1 might know God*s will 
more perfeftly j whether he was the only objedl of 
my love and deiife, and whether his glory, and the 
falvation of my fellow iinners was the only objedls of 
my view — And after icxamining the matter thus, I 
had power to rely, in all things, on Jljie ftrength of the 
grace that is in Christ Jesus, for power to carry 
ine through the great wOrk, and that if his honor 
ihould call me to fufler, to be imprifoned and tortur- 
jed, I fliould find him a faithful friend in every trial, in 
death, and to all eternity. 

By this time the Rev, Mr. Rowlands^ and fome 
other young Clergymen were called in TVaUs^ to 
preach the Gofpel in the fame extemporary manner 
as I was. 

Thus, altho* I had many comfortable afluraAce«, 
that Aiy commiiSon was from above, yet I was not 
diorotighly confirificd about it in my <fffn h^rt, until 

D 2 I was 
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I was fummoned to appear before a perfon of diftine- 
tion, to render an account of my going about in the 
manner 1 did ; then thefe wojrds were brought with 
power to my foul, from Rev. iii. 7, 8. Beholdy 1 have 
fet before thee an open door^ and no man canjhut itj fife. 
By the gracious effeft this left on my foul, I am con- 
firmed and perfuaded, it was applied to me by the 
Holy Ghost. 

My life being now in danger in feveral places by 
the Mob; efpecially in Feb. 1739. when they found 
I could not be profecuted as a Rioter, becaufe it did 
not appear I difturbed the peace j yet in Montgomery- 
/hire, 2l Knight, a Clergyman, and two Juftices, whilft 
I was difcourfing, came, attended by a Conftable, 
with the Mob, and took cognizance of me, and fuch 
as met together, to hear my exhortation in a place 
unlicenced 5 th^n they began to charge me with a 
breach of the Conventicle Afl-r-I told the Magif. 
trate that I was a Conformlft, and for that reafon, not 
fubjefl to the pennalties of that Statute; dien they 
faid, we fhall confult the beft Lawyers in Order to 
know if there is a Law to be enforced againft you ; 
and if there is, that I ihould exped to fuffer its ut-^ 
moft extremity — My perfecutors continued thus tQ 
threaten me until Seffion came on, at which time j| 
J-»awyer was confulted, and the cafe was dropped. 

After my difmifpon I went to Merionethjhlre^ 
Vrhere, I truft, the Lord blcffed the feed fown to 

fome 
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(bnie. In my return from thence, I came by Dhias^ 
Mowddwy^ and difcourfed there ; and at the rcqueft 
of a. friend, I went on to Machynlleth: But at my 
firft entrance there, I found none were difpofed t© 
receive me 5 however, I propofed to preach the Gofpdi 
to fuch as met in the ftreet, being placed in an open 
window or door in an upper room, but I was foon 
obliged to dcfift, by the npife of the muhitude, who 
continued hollowing, threatening, fwearing, and 
£inging ftones, or any thing they could lay their 
hands on— and efpecially by an Attorney's coming 
Up to me, with fuch rage and fury in his look?, and 

' his mouth fo full of the language or hell, as if his 
name was Legion^ and with him a Gentleman, and a 
Clergyman, in the fame fpirit and language, to head 
the Mob, &c. one of them difcharged a Piftol at me, 
I received no hurt; but was obliged to go among 

, them into the ftreet, not expefting rhat I fhould ef- 
cape alive, feeing every circumftance thre^Jtcning 
me with death - but my hour was not yet come ^ 
tho* they ufed me ill, yet I was miraculo.ufly preferv- 
«d : and at laft one of the Mob was difj^ofed to fetcb 
my horfe ; and as foon as I mounted, they obfervcd 
which way I went, and crofled my road, and began 
again to throw flicks and ftones at me, till the Lorb 

delivered me out of their hands. 

• 

By thefe means, and many other trials, which I 
often paffed through, I was at length fo accuftomed 
to them, that when I arofe in the morning, I wa* 
daily in expectation of my crcfies and trials. I be- 

came 
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cattle more acquainted with the world and myfelf; 
and could atteft by my own experience, the truth of 
that expreflion, which at iirft feems haribi ^i^* 
that, " Man is a mixture of beaft and devil.** 

My natural ftrength by this time, was fo fpent by 
inceflant labours night and day, that frequently when 
J went before a congregation, I felt fuch a bodily 
weaknefs, that I could hardly ftand ^ until our Sa* 
viouR would enable me by faith (o plead that pro* 
Oiife in Ifa. xl. 31. That they who wait upon the Lord 
Jhall renew their Jirength^ fef f . Then I prefently felt 
by faith, inftantaneous ftrength fufficient for my foul 
and. body, to carry me through my work ; yea I felt 
it as really, as ever I have felt the benefit of food whea 
hungry, or the warmth of fire whea cold. 

Thus I continued and went on fti|l dirough tht 
Counties of South WaleSy until I arrived at Cardiff'^ 
where I was much refreflied by the fight of Mr^ 
Whitefield — this was th? firft time I met him to con« 
Vjerfe face to face *.

•* After I came from the Seat, I was ratich rtfireihed with th^ 
fight of my dear Brother HoiveU Harris, whom, though I knew 
not in perfon, I have long fince loved in the Bowels of j£SUf 
Chr 1ST, and have often felt my foul drawn out in prayeif in 
his behalf — A burning and fliining light has he becH in thofc 
parts — a Barrier againft prophanenefs and immorality, and an 
indefatigable pronroter of the true Gofpcl of Jesus CBRisf. 

About 
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About the end of Manh^ i739* I went to London^ 
ivhere I received ferther Gofpel-Iight by converfing 
with a friend I who among other obfervations, (aid to 
this effeft 5 " I fee many people concerned about 
^ working in themfelves, &c. but few feem to be 



•* con*. 



About three or four years* God has inclined him to go about 
doing good. He is now above Twenty five years of Age. 
Twice he hat apph'ed (being every way qualified) for holy Or«> 
ders ) but was refufed, under a falfe pretence, that he was not 
of age, though he was then Twenty two years and Six Months. 
About a Month ago he offered himfelf again, but was put off. 
Upon this, he was, and is fUll refolved to go on in his work i 
and indefatigable zeal has he fhewn in his Mafbr's fervice. For 
three years (as he told me from his own mouth) he has difcourfed 
almofl twice every day for three or four hours together ; not 
audioritatively, as a Minifter j but as a private perfon, ex* 
horting his Chriflian Brethren. He has been, I think, in Ceyen 
Counties, and has made it his bufinefs to go to Wakes, &c. to 
turn people from fuch lying vanities. Many Aleboufe-peoplcji 
FidJers, Harpers, 8cc. {Demetrius like) fadly cry out again ft 
lum, for fpoiling their Bufinefs* He has been made the fubje6l 
of numbeis of Sermons, has been threatened with public pro- 
lectttions^ and had Conftables fent to apprehend him. But God 
lias MefTed him with inflexible courage-— Inflantaaeous ilrength 
has been communicated to him from above j and he flill con-* 
tinues to go on from conquering to conquer. He is of a moft 
Catholic fpirit, loves all that loves our Lord Jesus Christ^ 
and therefore he is ftiled by Bigots, a Dijfenter. He is con- 
temned by all that are lovers of pleafure more than lovers of 
Gop \ but QoD has greatly blefled his pious endeavours. Ma- 
ny call, and own him as their fpiritual Father, and, I beh*eve> 
would lay down their lives for his fake. He difcourfes generally 
vtk a field, from a wall, a Tablp, or any thing elfe, but at other 
times in a boufe* He has eflablifhed near thirty Societies in 
$outb Wajesy and flill his fphere of A6lion is enlarged daily. 
He isjult of faith ^ and the Holj Cboft — 

Whew 
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^ convinced of the neceflity of brfieving in Christ^ 
^ before they can do any thing acceptable in hh - 
** fi^ht," There came fuch a frefli light with thefe 

When I firft faw him, my heart, was knit clofely to bint. 
I wonted to catch fome of his fire, and gave him the right 
Hand of fellowfliip with my whole heart. After I had faluted 
him, and given a warm exhortation to a great number of 
, people, v^ho followed me to the Inn, we fpent the remainder of 
tiie evenmg in taking fweet council togrthef, and telling on6 
another what God had done for our fouls. My heart was ftill 
drawn out towards \i\m more and more. A divine and ftrong 
fympathy feemed to be between us, and I ^as refolved to pro- 
mote his inteiefl with all my might. Accordingly we took an 
account of the feveral Societies?,' and agreed on fuch mcafures as 
feemed moff condufivt to promote the common intereft of our 
Lord. BlcflTed be God, there feems to be a noble fpirit gone 
out into fTa/es 5 and I believe e'er long, there will be more vifi* 
ble fruits of it." What inclines me ftrongly to think fo is, that 
the Partition. wall of Bigotry and farty-ieal is broken down, 
and Minifters and Teachei-s t)f different Communions, join with' 
one heart and one mind to cany on the kingdom of jEStJS 
Christ — The Lord make all the Chriftian world thus mind- 
ed. For till this is done, f fear we mnft defpair of any great 
Reformation in the Church of God. After much ccmfortablc 
and encouraging difcourfe with each other, we kneeled down 
and prayed, and great enlargement of heart God was plcafed tor 
give me in that doty. 

This *done, we ate a little fupper, and then after fmginga 
Hymn, we went to bed, praifing and blefiing God, for bring- 
ing us face to face. I doubt not but Satan envied our happF- 
tiefs. But I hope, by the help of God, we fhall make his 
kingdom fhake. God b'ves to do great things by iveak inftrU" 
ments, that the Poiver may te of Cod, and not of man. After 
being much refrelhed by laft night's reft — ^ about ten in the 
morning, according to appointment, I went to the Town^half, 
and preached for about an hour and a half to a large affembly of 
people. My dear Brother Howell Harris fat clofe by me—-'* 

words 
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Words to my heart, that I could not but infift that 
Faith is the fundamental Grace in the fpiritual work, 
and the genuine fpring of all our obedience : and till 
we receive this Grace, we cannot apprehend the 
righteoufnefs of Christ, and confequently cannot 
fey tliat we are juftified, &c. This frefh light, 
brought alfo with it frefh conviSions, which funk 
deeper and deeper into my fpirit ; efp^cially by read- 
ing part of Cotton^ on the Covenant of Grace \ whilft 
he was fliewing how far one might go with 
right notions of Salvation, and yet not rightly 
believe, truft or rely confidently on the merits of 
Christ j but in fomewhat done by us, or in us : 
And when he fhewed the many falfe refts people are 
apt to acquiefce in fliort of Christ, viz. fome reft 
in their outward piofeffion of the true religion; 
others becaufe they are Orthodox in their principles 5 
and others becaufe th^y have reformed their lives, and 
do abound in all good works, &c. and whilft he 
/be^ed all thefe were our works, and not the Blood 
of Christ, and a perfon building his hope here, was 
liot building on Christ (although I had been 
brought from all thefe refts a long time before, by 
tiding the Sincere Convert) I was wounded, by 
clofc re -examination ; efpecially as he went on to 
fliew that we naay truft in our faith, good frames, 
and performances, &c. (tho' they were good in their 
4)laces, yet to rely on them is idolatry) and not on 
Cjhirjlst'8 BJpqd only. And though I had the feed 

E f<^wn 
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fown In my foul four years before, and had daily feet 
ings of GoD*s love in my heart, yet the awakenings 
that I felt this time made fo deep an impreffion on 
my heart, that I could hardly bear them — yea, I can 
fay that my fpirit was greatly diftrefled with deep 
anguifb of foul for fome days together, until I was 
refrefhed by that text in Rev.xxii. 17. TVhofoeveil- 
willy let him take the water of life freely. This fuf- 
taincd me, and I felt I was willing to let God do 
what he pleafed with me. 

But yet ftill, I was troubled with fome reafon- 
ings, about going direSly to Christ in every con- 
dition ; till, at one time, a woman came to me to re- 
late, how all the night {he had been in diftrefs and 
perplexity, reafoning with the enemy, whether fhe 
was a child of God or not, and that fhe could have 
no reft ot fatisfad^ion, till it came to her mind to ga 
to Christ as fhe was ; and that fhe had thereupon 
peace, and viftory — Upon hearing this, and fome 
preaching afterwards, that people fhould come to 
Christ as they are, without reafoning in themfelves, 
I was made to ceafe from reafoning, and to go with 
all my complaints, and fears, and lay them before the 
Friend of fmners, who loved me freely, and not 
for any good in me. Now that legal principle of 
fitting mj^elf for Christ, and of being afraid to go 
to him when I was not in a good frame were rooted 
out of my heart ; then I learned to look and go di- 
refUyto Christ at alLtimeS) and in all circum- 
fiances, . i 
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I parted this fummer with many dear friends in] 
Jaondon^ and came home to Trevecka. The next day 
I was called by bufinefs to Jbergavenny \ and was 
edified in reading BuynanH Law and Grace^ by the 
way : then my foul was much revived at the kind 
and hearty reception I had from fome of my dear 
friends there ; 1 could not part with them till after 
nine at night, -— then 1 went, and came home about 
one in the morning, -^^^ — notwithftanding I had 
travelled thefe eight days paft very hard, and had 
many Letters to write, and alfo was to difcourfe 
with fome of my neighbouring friends before noon, 
I was affifted to fit up all night, to read, write, and 
pray, yet the Lord enabled me to difcourfe with 
great ftrength of body at noon, and again in the 
evening, with much power, near the Hay^ for about 
two hours. From thence I fet off about hve mile^ 
farther j and to bed about twelve. 

The following day, as I was going to Long-^Towir^ 
in Herefordjhirey many young people was crowding 
towards a feaft kept there ; I had a fpirit of pity and 
tendernefs to them ; and from that fpirit fpoke home 
to perfuade them from going ; becaufe I had fome 
concern in my foul that God was fo publicly dif- 
honoured, and that fouls are in fuch a miferable con- 
dition, then I had fome drawings in my mind to go 
to the feaft, and I was made willing to fufFer whatever 
J Ihould meet, and after having prayed alone, ven- 

E % tured 
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tured to go thither in the name of God ; and before 
I came to the great crowd, I came to a few who 
were together at their diverfion, to thefe I took oc- 
cafion to fpeak, on accoant of one of them fwearing^ 
and while I was fpeaking with thefe, the news went 
to the great crowd that I was there, and they ran 
up by hundreds, till, I believej there Was in a little 
time about two thoufand around itte ; and the LoiRD 
gave me courage to attack the Devil in his own quar^ 
ters — and made my face as a flint — fupplying me 
with proper matters ; and efpecially when I faw fome 
Gentlemen and Ladies coming up, I was made 
ftrqnger and ftrdnger to humble their pride— —I 
was alfo moved to apply home to the Minifter of the 
parifh, and two Juftices that were prefent, afking 
how they could give account of their ftewardfliip, 
while they countenanced pride, fwearing, and drunk- 
cnnefs, &c, fome of the Gentlerfien laughed at me, and 
one cried, '^ Take the Babbler down," but my time 
was not )ret come, I went from thence towards 
'Abergavenny^ there the vileft of the Town came to 
hear me, and the LOrd helped me to deliver my 

meflage faithfully, and boldly at Mr. J Mr, E. 

Jones was prefent : wc went to bed about two o clock 
in the morning. 

Having now, by the ftrength of the Lord, a 
power and courage to refift the Devil in two Towns, 
J went on my way to the third, viz. Pont-y-Poolj and 
there after I had been led to difcourfe much about the 

courage 
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fcoutagc of Daniely Shadrachj Me/havhy and j/tedne^Sj 
and how the Lord ftands by his peopJe in the day of 
battle^ &Cfc I was atlaft honoured with the fulfilment 

thereof in myfelf— for Mr. C— //. cam* 

upon US) and did read the Riot-a£l) ordering us to 
feparate in an hour's time ; — At his firft comings 
our fpirits were a little difcouraged, but immediately 
tire Lord ftrengthened me to tell him, that in obe- 
dience to his Majefty's order we would feparate ; 
then he ordered a Conftable to take care of me ; I 
had full courage in the inward man to fay, that I was 
willing to go to prifofl, and to death to fave fouls, 
but that we had here no Riot, lior Sedition againft 
Church or State ; and I afked him if he read that A3: 
at Cock- matches, &c. but he continued his threaten- 
ings that he would take notice of as many as he 
could, and if they did not difperfe as before, they 
fliould die without benefit of Clergy — The aflembly 
continued unmoved, and eafy ; I told him, we would 
part, having firft prayed for him, that the curfe of 
thofe people may not fall on his head, and that God 
would not lay this to his charge in the day of judg- 
ment, where you fhall ftand not as a Juftice of the 
Peace, but as a refponfible creature, to give an ac- 
count how you did bear the fword of Juftice : he then 
/eplied that, "That did not trouble him at prefent"— * 
Then Wfe Went to prayer, and when I begged God 
would itieet him, as he did Saul^ With his faving gracej 
(fee. he went away, -^ and the people moft of them 
in tear?, and fo we parted in great love. 

I was 
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I was fupported and more chearful than ufual alt 
the time. Late in the evening I went with the Coiv* 
ftable, and a great number of people before him, and 
having confulted with fome friends (though it was my 
own inclination to go to prifon) I gave two bails to 
anfwer at the next great Seflion at Monm(mth. Then 
I faid farther, that I was furprifed that Major 
H — '— 's fon, (for he was a good natured man, &e.) 
fliould be the firft perfecutor of a proteftant peace- 
able affembly ; he faid, he had his orders from above—.- 
I aiked him, Was it from heaven ? And he faid, " No 
I did not mean that," faid he : I told him that I 
thought, if his Majefty knew hoW' loyal and harmlefs 
we were, that he would not love you the better fop 
fuppreffing us — Thus I parted with him, having 
left fome arrows in his confcience, about his being 
foon to give an account of himfelf at a dreadful tri-t 
bunal — but that I had, and would pray for him, ancj 
lie thanked me. 

This being about the middle of yune^ I was not 
to appear at the great Scffion in Monmouth till Au-^ 
gujl — Therefore, in the mean time, I was deter- 
mined to be diligent in the work of my Lord; I 
went from hence to Briflol^ where I had a fweet con- 
verfation with my friends there — Then I went to a 
Society of Weljhmen^ where I expounded for near two 
hours. Thence to hear Mr,. 'John Wejley^ whom I 
bad heard much talk of, and loved much from what 
I have heard of him \ but had fome prejudice againf): 

him. 
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him, becaufe he did not hold the Perfeverance of the 
Saints, and the do£bine of £le£tion, &c. He preach- 
ed on Ifaiab xlv. 22. Look unto me^ and he yefavedj all 
the ends of the earth : for I am Godj and there is none 
elfe. And fo excellently, and clearly, held forth free 
Juftification by faith, w^ithout the works of the 
Law — the necefSty, duty, and priviledge of every 
one's looking to Jesus for righteoufnefs, ftrength, 
and aU, inftead of reafoning, &c. and the Spirit of 
God attended his difcourfe to my foul in fuch a 
manner, tiiat much of the Lord's glory broke in 
upon my foul; and my prejudice againft him fell 
away— 'and I was convinced that he was a faithful 

Minifter of Jesus Christ efpecially when I 

went to him at Mrs. G — . where he was vaftly en- 
larged in prayer for me, for the Rev, Mr, G, Jones^ 
and all TFales. Thus I believe, from the benefit 
I received, that my going to Briftol was from God, 

Having parted with all friends at Briftol^ Ifet out 
for Wales \ the door now opens wider and wider to 
the feveral Counties of Glamorgan^ Brecon^ Carmar^ 
then^ and part of Radnor ^ Cardigan^ znA-Pembrok/hire. 
I had reafon to believe my labours were attended 
with much bleffing. 

Then I returned from this round, and arrived art 
home in Trevecka^ Breconjhire^ on the 7 th oiAugufti 
and in the cveiyng I went toward Abergavenny in my 

way 
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way to Monmouth Affixes; and ipent the night at 
Mr. y. moft agreeably with fomc Chriftian friends, 
whofe heaits the Lord has inclined to go with me, 
to bear a part in my fuderings, ihould occ^ion re«» 
quire. 

Then I went on to Monmouth ; in the mean time 
teeing th^t my perfecutors were jr^folved to have 
me puni.fhedj to the utmoft rigour of the Law^ what- 
ever i^ mig^t coft tl^eoi, I kn^w that I had fieit^er 
frieji4§ nor. money to make ?-ny defence, or to help 
me t^at W%y ; for I had renounced all my forme]? 
friends, .an4 if I W^ ^eluded, as they fi^id, and ao( 
^pt of Gpp, I knew that he wpuU not ftapd by me : 
But h^w^ver, this being ^y cafe, it cjrov? me to fcn4 
firong cries to the Lord, that he would give me 9 
clearer proof of my commiffion, and whether J fuf-r 
fered fpr his caufe, or fox my own imprudence an^ 
indeliberatenefs, as fome faid I did. But the Lord 
comforted me foon, by that portion of Scripture, Efl^ 
\i. 9. Thus JhdU it be done to th^ man whom the King 
dilighuth to honor ; yet then it appear€:d to n;ie as ji 
wrong ftep to honor, to he obliged to ftaod at th^ 
B^, to bear the contempt of the Court, and the 
whole County, not confidering that the Croft is ^ 
way to the Crown, and that the reproach of Christ 
is the grearteft honor ! 

When I came toiI^;7W(?«/i, the Lord, though 
without my knowledge, had animated many friends, 

and 
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and brought them from fevcral parts, as London^ 
Gloucefter and Wales^ &p. to ftand by me : but the 
Magiftrates, after confulting about the affair, thought 
it not expedient to appear againft me y and fo I was 
difmifled 

After my difmiiSon, I was more eftablifhed in 
my own foul, that my Mlilion was from God ; ef- 
pecially as I had fo often applied for Holy Orders, 
and was rcje<Sled, for no other reafon but for my 
preaching as a Layman. I felt no fcruple ever 
fince, but have been more and more eftablifhed and 
confirmed, both from Scripture examples, and by the 
judgment and pra£kice of the Church, and former 
Eminent Divines. As to the lawfulnefs of Laymen'^ 
preaching, in fome cafes, and at times of neceffity, 
I faw in the Afls of the Apoftles, the account of -/^- 
fellus and others, who were fcattered by the death of 
Stephen^ having no other Miflion than being moved by 
the Holy Ghost, and love to the immortal fouls of 
their fellow creatures ; — I thought a greater time of 
neceffity could hardly be than at preient, when the 
whole Country, in a curfory fenfe, lay in a lukewarm, 
dead condition — in many Churches, for fome months 
together, there was no fermon ; and in other places, 
an Englifh learned difcourfe to a Welfh illiterate 
congregation -—and where an intelligible iermon was 
preached, it was fo legal, in the language of the old 
covenant, and advancing man's works, &c. not treat- 
ing of a Mediator, that fhould any give heed to it, 

• F they 
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they could cafily perceive that they were far from 
being lead thereby to Christ, the only new and liv- 
ing way to God. Seeing this, and feeling the love 
of Christ in my heart, I faw an abfolute neceffity 
of going about to propagate the Gofpel of my deaff 
Master and Redeemer*— — 

■ 

Having parted widi my friends, who came t6>- 
ftand by me at Monmouth Seffion, I went on my way 
with fome friends, to Llanvihangel-Cerrig^Cornely 
and offered to difcourfe there for my Lord and 
Master; but here I met much oppofition, being 
contradidted, ridiculed, and abufed; which I faw 
was given me as a thorn in the flefh, to humble me, 
leaft I fliould be exalted above meafure j but Satan^ 
thou art chained ! Thus having been much humbled 
in the inward man, I was enabled at laft to conquer 
fome of them by love and meeknefs ; then I had 
quiet, and an open dpor to diicourfe and pray, &c« 
Surely times of trials are very fweet feafons, they 
draw forth our faith into exercife,— - and knit ouf 
hearts more clofely to God and his people. 

Thus I went through the Counties of South" 
wales the fecond time this year, having new ftrengtb 
and a newcommiffion from the Lord. I was fol- 
lowed in general by thofe of the eftabliflied Church, 
becaufe I profeiled myfelf a Churchman, and that I 
bad no intention to draw them from the Church. 
But when I began to ihew them the danger thor« 

oughly, 
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oughlyi sind that the doftrine they hard was not of our 
Articles and Hoihilies, nor maintained by the old 
RefiM-mers ; &c. but that it was the Covenant of 
works in the whole, or in part; and that it was 
Aforality, and not Christ that was preached almoft 
every where, &c. then I was looked upcm as an 
enemy to the Church, tho* all this while, I was en« 
deavouring to revive it — The Dijfentcrs at firft liked 
me much, as I was encouraging the people to go any 
1¥heFe to hear, where Christ was preached, and 
where they found moft benefit ; and when they found 
their places of worfhip thronged by fuch means, I 
was, for fome time, much refpeded by all parties, 
and did not want encouragement from each party to 
jjoin them* 

But the Lord kept me all this while from mid- 
dling with the differences and controverfies about 
the externals of Religion; for I dreaded tbp 
confequences this would produce to fouls newly 
awakened. Therefore for many reafons being 
perfuaded in my own mind, that 1 was called to 
labour as a Member \n the . national Church, my 
confcience did not permit me to diflent — And when 
I came to fee the Bigotry of fome parties, the luke« 
w^rmnefs, and WQrldly-mindednefs of others, with 
their legal method of preaching, &c. I began to bear 
my teftimony againft them ; then many waxed cold 
towards me, others difputed with me, and thought if 
as their duty to weaken my hands as much as they 
cpuld — ^— The 

F 2 
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The enfuing Summer, in the year 1740. sis I 
went through Glamorganfi)!rey I met with Mr. Seward 
at Cwubridgt ; from thence he came on with me to 
Cardiff \ then w^ went on comfortably together, 
to Monmouthjhtrej and preached at the feveral Towns 
of Newport^ Caerksriy UJk^ and the Town of Mon^ 
mouthy &c. where Satan was permitted to rage againft 
us in a moft horrible manner. At Newport the Mob 
ru(hed on us with the utmoft rage and fury, — they 
have torn both my coat^fleeves, and one quite oiF, 
and took away my peruke, I being now in the rain 
•!p-0 fiveet bare headed^ ^ ^ under the reproach of 
Christ ! having little filence, I difcourfed on, but 
loon they hollowed again, and pelted me with apples 
and dirt, flinging ftones in the utmoft rage about me^ 
I had one blow on my forehead, which caufed a rifmg 
with little blood.— Many friends would have me 
give over in the tumult, but I could not be free to 
do that till the ftorm would be oyer, and God be 
glorified over Satan, &c. When wc came to Caer-" 
leon^ every thing feemed calm and quiet, whilft Bro- 
ther Seward prayed and difcourfed fweetly by the 
Market-houfe ; but when I began to difcourfe after 
him, then they began to roar moft horribly, pelting 
us with dung and dirt, throwing- eggs, plumb- 
ftones, and other hard fubftance even in our faces, 
and hollowed fo loud as to drown my voice entirely 
' Brother Seward had a furious blow on his right 
eye, which caufed him much anguifh, and as it affeft- 
f d his left, he was obliged to be led by the hand blind- 

rpi4 
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fold for fome days, — till at laft he became totally 
blind of it. And when we c.ame to Monmouih-Town^ 

' we had much the fame treatment as we had at New^ 
fort and Caerkon^ — It happened to be the Horfe- 
race there, both high and low were aflembled againft 
us, — And as I began to difcourfe on a table over 
againft the Town-hall windows, where the Duke of 
B ^ Lord N ^ with great number of Gentle- 
men and Ladies were at dinner, — then they ordered 
a Drum to be beat by our fides, altho' the Lord en« 
^bled me to bear my teftimony againft their Balls, 

X Ailemblies, Horfe-races, whoredom and drunken- 
nefs, &c. and the Drum continued to beat, and the 
Mob pelting us with apples, pears, ftones and dirt^ 
and a dead dog, &c. During this ftorm. Brother 
Seward was much afraid of hurt, yet he endured 
it with much calmnefs of fpirit, faying " Better en- 
** dure this than Hell." Thus all their oppofition 
could not hinder our progrefs, — BMt in the ftrength 
of the Lqrd we went on from conquering to con-» 
^uer*. 

Brother Seward v^^nt with me to Coleford^ and 
to Gloucejiery where we had mych power no difcourfe 
to many hundreds, both in public and private — 

• See ITeekfy ffiflofy. No. «. printed in Loni/on in the year 
1740. where Mr. Seward in ^ Letter dated from Treleck Fridaji 
September 12 tb, 1740. gives a more full account of the perfe* 
^ution he and IVJr, ft?rw fuflfcrwl at that time in Mon?nou\b* 
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Beiflg in Ghucejier on a Sundayy and hearing that the 
Sacrament would be at Nicolas's Churchy I went 
there ; and had a frefli fenfe of my poverty and vile- 
nefs, fo that I could cry experimentally and feelingly, 
^ O Lord, I am the pooreft, the vileft, and the un- 
*' worthieft heris before thee. — " And when I thus 
fell at my Saviour's feet, then I bad a fweet and 
clofe communion with him, and my foul felt a pity 
for all the world, — longing, O ! that they all might 
be born again, and be brought to the true I^nowledge 
of the Saviour of fmners : yea I felt I deferved hell 
' for not valuing his precious Blood the more ! O the 
infinite value of that Blood ! it is the fruit of God*s 
eternal love to poor finners ! Here is light, life, an4 
liberty from the guilt and power of fin, &c« ^d Q ! 
that I may abide here forever. 

My reception at different places was daily enlarg^i. 
edy although the enemy caufed fome diflurbance 
almoft every where ; when at the entreaties of feveral 
friends, I went to a Revel in Radmrjhire^ which is an 
yearly meeting, where numbers of people meet to 
dance, &c. (I ufually frequented thofe places in order 
to fpea|c to the people, and Gqd was pleafed to blefs 
the word to the converfion of fome, and convidioii 
of many, who would not attend preaching elfewhere.) 
After I had began to fhew to the attentive crowd the 
folly, vanity, and danger of thefe ways, and invited 
them to the Saviour j I was apprehended by two 
Jjuftices \ and after I fuffered much contempt and 
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dfcfriiioh, &c/they drew up their Commitment, &c. 
But when they perceived that I was well pleafed to 
go to prifon, they fent for feme of my friends to bail 
me ; which I aflented to, leaft they fbould think me 
obftinate. So they bound me to appear at the Quar- 
ter Seffions, and difmifled me. When I departed, I 
was filled with joy unfpeakable, and great glory —^ 
In confequence of my obligation, I appeared at the 
Quarter Seifions, being accompanied by others, who 
had anfwered fo^ me; and although we required 
our trial, yet they declined it, and obliged us to ap« 
J>ear again the next Quarter Seffions, 

At this time, a ftrong attempt was made to take 

dway my life, as follows ; viz. The Hall wherein 

the Seflions were held, was an upper room, up a high . 

flight of flairs which was oppofite to the Street (and 

it being by night) the Mob placed themfekes in a 

{Proper pofture, at the head of the ftairs, to pufh me 

down ; which defign, if it had taken place, would 

have certainly caufed my death; — for they began to 

pufli me, but by an efpecial providence, a worthy 

Gentleman i one- of the Magiftrates on the Bench) 

came that moment and fnatched me from their hands ; 

-^and he protected me, and led me to bis lodging-^ 

As i was going out of Town, they furrounded me, 

and unanimoufty exclaimed againft me, but I was 

foon minded to demand peace in the King's name, 

tipon which Goo ftruck them with fuch an awe, 

that I was permitted tg efcapc<*— -i 

The 
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The next Qiiartcr SefSons, when I appeared in 
Court, an AA was perufed which was made in the 
Twenty- fecond year of King Charles the II. againft 
ibditions and illegal ailemblies, that under pretence 
of Divine worfhip, people met to plot againft the 
King : when they had done reading it ; a Counfellor 
(being employed by a certain Gentleman) ftood ^ip, 
at which the whole Court was furprized, he pleaded 
diat tbefe aflemblies were not fubjedl to the cenfure 
and penalties of that A£t, unlefs they could juftly 
charge them with fedition and difloyalty, which they 
could not poflibly do. Therefore he was clearly of 
the oppinion that the Defendant might be acquitted 
of that charge and fufpicion, by his fubfcribing to 
the Articles of the Church, and taking the oath of 
alegiance to his Majefty; I immediately exprefled 
niy readinefs to do this, and they thought fit to dif- 
mifc me. Previous to this time warrants were iflued 
out to take me, but now the Magiftrates obferved 
that I was peaceable, and a conformift, and alfo loyal 
to tbe King j by which it appeared I was no delin* 
quent, and not guilty of that which they charged. 

In Carmarthenjhtre^ not far from the County ToVirn, 
I was interrupted by a certain Knight, who came 
there purpofely to take me ; I fpoke to him, and 
when he found I was not guilty of what was laid to 
my charge ; I was permitted to give the people a 
warm Exhortation, being enabled to be faithful, and 
bold to fpeak in my Master's caufe, as well as to 

behave 
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behave with humility; he went away quietly : and 
fince that time I had peace and quietnefs in this and 
in other Counties from the Magiftrates ; and the 
doors now began to open to feveral confiderable 
Towns in South- fFaUs^ which were fbut up before. 

In the beginning of the year 1741. I went to 
North-Whales ; and as I proceeded, the enemy was 
provoked at my attempt thus to propagate the Gof- 
pel in his territories, and refolved to make a ftand 
againft me, and endeavoured, as much as he fbould 
be permitted, to take away my life :— having been im- 
portuned to vifit Baky in Merioneth^Jhire^ and to pro- 
ceed to the North, (tho' I had been there once or 
twice before) after prayer and confultation, I entruft- 
ed God with my life, relying on his faithfulnefsj and 
went on. And accidentally, as I was near Baloy I 
overtook the Minifter that belonged to that place^ on 
the road, who cautioned me to defift at my peril ; I 
meekly replied, I was fully perfuaded that it was my 
duty, that I had no other intention, but to publifh 
the glad tidings of Salvation, and would not wilfully 
oftend any perfon, &c. However he gave me very 
ill language, and came towards me, with a great 
club to ftrike me j I told him, when I was reviled, 
I was taught not to revile again, and rode on quietly : 
•—but when I entered the Town, I found a numerous 

aflembly waiting for me ; and it was faid, that 

all the County Mob were met together purpofely to 
abufe and hinder me ^^-** But at the requeft of my 

G friends 
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friends I quitted the ftreet, and went to a houfe to 
difcourfe. 

During all this I was happy in my foul, and full 
of power, and courage, my voice being lifted up like 
a trumpet, fo that the people could hea' in fpite of all 
the difturbance that was made at the door, and 
window, which was broke to pieces by the Mob ; 
arid thus I difcourfed on for fome time : but when the 
Mob who had been preparing themfelves for the work 
by exceflive drinking (it was fuppofed that the Mi- 
nifter had given them the drink) came among the 
people, a friend defired me to leave ofF; tho' I was 
yet full of power in my fpirit, yet prefering my 
friend's advice before the call in my Own foul, I 
ceafed to fpeak, but I immediately felt the power 
withdrawn from me ; — then I underftood that I had 
done wrong — However I retired to an upper room, 
but the Mob, inftead of withdrawing, appeared to be 
more enraged ; — Some furrounded the houfe, whilft 
others climbed to the top of it, threatening me with 
death, as fooa as I fhould come out. As night drew 
on, I thought it my duty to go out among them, 
committing myfelf to the hands of God ; but as foon 
as 1 went out of the houfe, one feized me by the 
Hancikerchief, by it giving way, I was prevented 

from falling to the ground; another hit me on 

the face, whilft others flun^; ftones and dirt at me, &c. 
I then thought it was my lot to die Stephen's death 

in 



in the midft of them ; — I fpoke to them, and prayed 

for them : But whilft 1 did this, one defired me 

to go away, telling me that I tempted the Lord by 
flaying there, &c. and no fooner I turned my back 
on my enemies to go away, but I was fome how 
left to myfelf, and funk under the waves ; — though 
I v/as not afraid of death, knowing it was an en- 
trance to eternal reft, having no fear of hell, or doubt 
of God's favour through the Blood of Christ my 
Saviour ; yet being rather unwilling to die by the 
hands of thefe villains, gaye me fome uneafinefs,—- 
they ftill, inhumanly continued to beat me with fticks 
and ftafFs, and to pelt me with ftones, &c. until I 
fell under their mercilefs feet, where they continued 
to beat me until the Lord touched the heart of one 
of them with pity, or fear of being profecuted for 
killing me * s he fwore they ihould beat me no more, 
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TbifiUowing is a trut Account given by men of *Deradtyf tf 

the Judgment of God upon fome of the moft cruel perfecutors 
at thai timcn 



The perfon that threw the firft ftone to the houfc, in a fliort 
time aftervirarcly as he was coming home from a fair, fell 
from his horfe, and broke his back, and foon died. Alfo the 
lierfon that was raoft cruel fpr throwing Mr. Harris head- 
long down a rock, to a pool about fix yards deep, foon after-* 
ward fell within a few ^-ards down that rock, and died on the 
ipot. Another lufty young man who was a very cruel per* 

fecutor 
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and refcued me out of their hands^ wbilil they were 
employed in giving my friends the like treatment j 
although they were able to make defenflve refiftance, 
yet they imitated Christ the Lord their Mafter^ 
in bearing all patiently, as I defured them to do. So 
atlaft we came together to our lodging, and dreifed 
our wounds ; and there alfo I exhorted my fellow 
fufferers, and rejoiced together that we were counted 
worthy to fuffer fer Christ's fake*—^ 

Afterward I went on my journey to dair-^ 
narvoH'Jbirej and reached there ^on a Saturday^nighti 
'^Sunday morning I enquired where the beft church** 

fecutor on that day, as he was going towards home, fell from 
his horie upon a ftone^ fra6hirated his fcull, and inftantly died* 
Another peribn that day, fe]l down dead in a fit of rage, as he 
was beating and pedecuting in a moft inhuman manner $ but 
recovered again that time, and in few years after died miferably, 
with great remorfe of confcience, efpecially for what he had 
done on that day. Alio another perfecutor on his deadi-bed 
was fo raving-mad diat three ftout men were not able to bold 
him from biting his own hands and ]ips, to pieces, — and fo 
he died in a moft miferable manner* Another when a dy- 
ingy four perfons being with her, who were £6 terrified at what 
they had felt and ieen in the room with her, that they could 
hardly abide there, fome ghaftly apparition was fcen on the 
bed with her, and her pain was fo much that ftit wa$ rifin^ 
from the bed for fw, to;. 
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preaching was, It was fiud, it was two or three miles 

diftance, where the Chancellor preached. I went 

there, and I heard fuch a fermon as I thought could 

never come into the heart of man to conceive, or 

any mouth to utter : he had heard of my coming to 

Ntftb-WaU^ afid took occafion to forewarn the peo» 

pie, leaft I (bould happen to vifit that place. Firft, 

he pretended to point me out as a Minifter of the 

devil, an enemy to God, and to the church, and to 

all mankind, &c. He in feveral refpefb defcribed me 

worie than the devil, *.^— -« becaufe he could not a£^ 

here but by fuch inftruments, &c, fo he went on, and 

made a repetition of my being the devirs Minifter, 

a deluder, a fiilfe-prophet, &c, and after he had paint-» 

ed me as more worfe than any Monfter Heretic, or 

the devil himfelf, he fliewed it was a duty incumbent 

upon the people, out of love to God and his church, 

^md their country, to join unanimoufly againft fuch 

a man, who carried with him fuch deftru<Slive poifon, 

which would not only deftroy their perfons and 

eftates, but their immortal fouls forever, &c. But 

neither he nqr the people expeded me there fo ibon ; 

•—until I went to the Minifter after he came out 

of church, to fpeak widi him about fetting up Welfh 

Schools, &c, and alfo to tell him my diflike of his 

fcrmon;—— then on a mere fuppofition of my be« 

ing the very peribn publicly expofed in church, the 

people fct themfelves in order on the way by which 

I was to go, to take my horfe, that they might 

pelt 
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pelt me with ftones, &c. but though many ftoncs 
were flung violently at me, yet the Lord faved me 
from having any confiderable harm, and kept them 

from laying violent hands upon me Thus I was 

greatly endangered all this week, and often thought 
I fhould not be permitted to return alive from this 
country -F—^ 

I returned by way of Penmorfa near Traeth'tnawr ; 
and whilft I waited my paffage, the Mob beftired 
themfelves againft me, and the fpirit of Murderers 
were feen in their looks and behaviour;— they 
abufed me, but being in chains, they could not 

hurt me much j — and at laft I efcaped their fury, 
and came over Barmouth-kxry^ to a Diffenting Mi- 
nifter's houfe, in Alerioneth-Jhlre. From thence I 
came Ijy Machynllethy and Llanbrynmairy in Mont-' 
gomry-Jhirej where my life was endangered again, but 
was preferved as a prey out of a Lion's mouth — — • 
So I went on and vifited the fouls in that County, 
who had now began to form themfelves into fmall 
Societies —^-w 

O what experience I gained by this perilous jour- 
ney ! I never had fo much acquaintance with the 
nature offelf-love, which grew infenfibly in me, by 
means of my fuccefs : — I faw more and more of 
the depth of all evil in my nature ; that I often won- 
dered that the earth was permitted to bear fuch a 

monfter i 
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Bdonfter ; I daily obferved, and had a clearer evi- 
dence of the truth of that expreffion delivered by 
good Bifhop Hsoper at the ftake, « Lord, I am 
" hell, but thou art heaven." I find as yet I am 
but a child, and fo underftand and fpeak as a 
child:— But the Lord by degrees continued to 
fliew me more of the highth, depth, length and 
breadth of his love inCHRisT \ and led me to know, 
by experience, more of his fufFerings, death, and re- 
furredlion, love and faithfulnefs. My eyes were 
more opened, and my fpiritual under ftanding increaf- 
cd, to apprehend the myftery of Jesus Christ, who 
alone in the various charafters we have of him, can 
be fdvingly known by the operation of the Holy 
Ghost, as the Door, and the Way to God, and 

file ineffable Majesty himfelf By this light 

and experience I had deliverance from the Old Cove- 
nant and its legal fear, and it drew me alfo niore and 
more under the Law of faith and love j the fruits of 
the New Covenant, and into Gofpel Liberty ; and 
not licentioufnefs — The Crofs was burthenfome to 
my flefli, but 1 felt my foul growing fweetly un- 
der it " 

The following Summer, I was called again to 
London^ to afSft for fome time at the Tabernacle ; I 
made Briflol in my way, and going through TViluJhire^ 
I met with Mr. Cennick^ and went with him to Swin^ 
don i and as we preached there, we were fet upon by 

the 
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the Mob to fome purpofe, who went the length of 
their chain in venting their rage upon us : —They 
brought horns, guns, and a Fire-eiigine, &c. — 
and m^cn they prefented a Gun to my forehead, my 
foul was happy ; I could chearfuUy ftand as a mark 
for them ! One ftruck me on my lip till fome Mood 
came ; but God was pleafed to endow us with un- 
common patience and meeknefs, and great power to 
fpeak to the people, and many liftened with great 
ferioufoefs •— Then we walked up into the Town, 
reafoning with thofe who oppofed us, — being foiear- 
ed with mire, gunpowder and the muddy water 
thrown by the Engine ; &c. we were followed by a 
large concourfe of poor huibandmen and Traders, 
&c. and when we had borrowed clothes to change 
us, and wafhed ourfelves ; the people came together 
in the yard of the houfe where we were entertained ; 
Aen I preached to them, and Mr. Cennick prayed. 
I am perfuaded fome of them were convinced of fin, 
and they begged us earneftly to come to a Village 
about a mile diftant ; which we promifed, if God 
would fo permit ; and then we went to that Village, 
where the word of God runs and is glorified*— 
Then I proceeded on my journey to London^ 

It was very remarkable that we received any 
material hurt at Swindon \ — Tho* feveral, in our 
hearing, bound themfelves by oaths, that we fliould 
never go away alive, — and they followed us above 

a quarter 
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a quarter of a mile from the Towp, but they were 
not permitted to lay hold of us !— > 

After being fome months in London^ I returned 
again, and came through feveral Towns in England 
to Brijidl^ and from thence to WaleSy in the year 
1742. I now faw clearly, that many abufed the 
liberty of the • Gofpel, by turning the grace of God 
into wantonnefs, fuch as fplritual pride, judging and 
defpifing others, &c. and becaufe they do not believe 
that there is perfeftion, or a deliverance from the 
eflenCe of fin attainable here, therefore they fit eafy 
under the power of pride, anger, lightnefs of fpirit, 
and love of the world, &c. When 1 few this, I had 
a new light and power to preach the genuine fruits 
of real faith; — and the neceffary confequences of 
every divine truth favingly believed in the heart; — 
and to diftinguifh between nominal and real Chrift- 
ians, &c. and the abfolute necef&ty of exhorting and 
perfuading all to make their calling and election fure, 
— and to have the viftory over all their fpiritual ene- 
mies, &c. This do£lrine caufed a vehement oppofi- 
tion ; but I was encouraged by feeing daily the good 
effcB. it had on the fincere, to roufe, purify, and de- 
rive them to the Lamb of God ■ 

I ftill remained a member of the church of Eng^ 
land ; tho' I am blamed for my Conformity by people 
•f all denominations^ — yet I cannot but rejoice on 
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this account, and of" the good work that the Lo&» 
began in the eftablifhed Churdt ; and I hope it is z 
leaven that will efFedtually operate. I recommend the 
peaceable fpirit that remains ftill in the eftablifhed 
Church, which tolerate fuch as dif!er from it,— ai^i 
does not quench this fmall efforts of a revival in it; 
I look on this as a token for good to me ■ I fini 
his prefence always in the worihip and ordinances^ 
and have great freedom to wreftle in prayer for 
it, and a ftrong confidence that Goo would 
receive, and revive this work in it, &c« How« 
ever, in this faith and perfuaflon only I can teftify 

that I was called to abide in it, and not on ac* 

count of any prejudice, againft any other party, I 
abode in it to this day. Several were going to the 
Dijfentersj and other parties,—- and I thought it 
my duty to declare againft them ^ - - by laying Utit 
fdlowing reafons, and fcripture-proofs before them : 
as the example of the prophets of old, and good 
men, who abode in the Jcwijh churchy notwitb« 
ftanding its degeneracy in every refpe£i:, — and our 
Saviour and his Apoftles attended Service at the 
hour of prayer; in the fame church,— though they 
knew, that that church was to be abolifhed; — nor 
did the Apoftle exhort the fincere to forfake the G7r- 
inthian church, notwithftanding the many irregular- 
ities therein. And our Saviour, after his afcenfiony 
did not advife his people in the Seven churches of 
Jfioj to leave that church of which they were mem- 
bers^ and to go to amotbeTy no i but to reform that 

which 
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which was Uameable, and to become the (alt of 

others, &€•• So in regard toourfelves, tho^ wt 

Silt but poor inconfiderable, and defpicable members 
of this church, yet the Lord hath done great things 
in the Nation, by this revival ; ' and he can make 
us the bit of this church and nation » ■ 

Ik the year 1743, thcgloryof the Divinity of Jesus 
Christ was more deeply imprefled in my foul than 
ever 5 The more I meditate on that Text, Grei2t is the 
wjftery ofgodHnefs : God was manifeft in thefiejh^ Sec, 
I Tim» nu 1 6. The more the glory thereof fbineth 
on my foul*— I had alfo much help to fee more of 
the glory and wonders of the Divinity of Christ^ 
by^ reading a TraS, called, A Sling and a Stone^ &c. 
I now was brought to fee niiore and more wonders 
in his infinite Incarnation, Life, filood. Death, and 
Refurreftion ! — with the glory of all his offices ! — 
and alfo the glory of his church, as being related to 
fuch a glorious Petfon ! (he is called his Spoufe, Tem- 
ple, Family, Army, and his FuUnefs, &c. But ye^ 
I was not infenfible of the worki;igs of felf, that fet 
itfelf up againft all his offices, but I had a more viiible 
view of it in my foul;— by thefe difcoveries (which 
I had gradually of him, and of myfelf ) I was led to 
find that every truth, when revealed by the Spirit, is 
pra6lical, and will have its proper influence on the 
foul, by humbhng the {inner, and exalting the Sa« 
yiouR ««- And as the glory of God difplayed in our 
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nature its Divine rays thus on my foul, I felt, it in- 
creafed my faith, and my love became more habitual, 
my joy more folid, my refignation more intire, my 
fpirit more fmooth and quiet, and more bowels of 
compaflion and mercy towards poor tinners, &c. •— 
I now alfo learn to underftand feveral fcriptures 
which I could not fpiritually apprehend before ; -— 
and what I faw and underftand in other fcriptures 
before, I came now to fee a much greater depth and 
more glory in them ; every moment of time alfo be- 
came very precious in my fight ^^-^ — -and all the 
mifpent time, talents, mercies and gifts, that were 
not employed by the Lord, and for the Lord, were 
not only loft, but alfo employed againft him. 

In the year 17449 I was called again to England, 
where I found the glory of our Saviour, breaking 
forth among the people, and many rifing put of the 
Law to fee the glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ ; the completenefs of his Atonement, with 
the myftery and glory of his precious Blood ! &c, 
feeing thefe bleffed truths prevailed, the enemy ftired 
much within doors, when he could do nothing with- 
out by perfecutions, — for- feveral acquiefced with 
the light in their heads, without having it in the 
heart, &c. wherefore they began to fpeak very un- 
guarded things, — which caufed great divifion, &c, 
although I believe that many had true faith to feed on 
the Saviour, — and will live for ever*— - 
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After been fome time at London^ I returned to 
Wales ; the thoughts of gohig to the marriage ftate 
was weighty with me at this, time, a clofe examin- 
ation was laid on my fpirit, what motives leads me 
to the Matrimonial ftate — was it theluft of the flefh, 
the luft of the eye, or the deceit of riches, &c, and 
through grace I had myfelf free from thcfe things. 
Then the following words of the Lord by Jeremta^ 
Chap. xlv. ver. 5. came with power to my heart, 
Seekeft thou great things for thy f elf ? feek them not : A 
light came to me with thefe words, If I was going 
to the marriage- ftate for myfelf, and not for God 
and his church, that I was an Idolater — Then I 
could liot reft till I felt a refignation of myfelf in 
this matter wholly from my own hand to the Lord's, 
and that he fhould have his own way and time. 
Now I faw that the marriage-ftate is a great myftery 
to fuch as are brought together by the Lord, and in 
that relation, fuch fhall know the mutual love that 
13 between Christ and his church, and alfo what 
a great thing it is to be a hufband, fatlier, and a head 
of nimily, and how to behave in each place as a maa 
of God, and an inhabitant of the new Jcrufakm. 

At laft after much prayer, fclf-examination, and 

alfo great oppofttion, I was joined in matrimony with 

Jnne the Daughter of John lydliams of Skreen, 

Efq; June >8th, 1744. She was called by my 

Miniftry fome years before, the Lord then gave her 

faith 
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faith through that word, Heb. xi. 25. Choofing raihet 
to fuffer affliUlon with the people of God^ than to enjoy 
the pleafures of Jin for a feafon* She was enabled to 
ftand to her choice, and iChewed her faith in all her 
trials -n— This is a time ever to, be remembered of 
me, Nine years to this day I received the fpirit of 
adoption to feal my everlafting falvation« 

Akd as my fpirit increafed more and more in be« 
holding the glory of that God-Man, (whom I now 
beheld clearly the wonder of all worlds,—- the terror 
of devils, •— the delight of angels, and the real and 
only hope of poor finners) then I began to find 
great and ftrong oppofition to my preaching hig 
Godhead and death, &c. efpecially in Wales^ this 
oppofition gained ground, and began to be oppenjy 
oppofed ; -^ and alfo by many that once called thenw 
.felves my fpiritual children, -^ 

Anp about the year 1746, I faw another fpirit of 
fifting creeping into the work, which was yet differ- 
cnt from that which had been before ; viz. the fpirit 
of levity, pride, foolifh -jelling, unwatchfulnefs, and' 
carnal rejoicing ; — and that took place immediately 
after extenfive frames and tranfports, the efFefts of 
jiature,! — which many feemed to enjoy at the hearing 
of the word, and finging, &c. and the real and ferious^ 
fpirit that began the work, was at length almofl ex- 
tinguifhed. — This lay with weight upon my hearty 
together with the additional weight of my own in«- 

firm- 
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£rmities ; — (eclng the enemy advancing as a flood, 
ftnd gaining gfound j — and now very likely to do 
th^itt in which he had failed once by all the outward 

oppofltion The fpirit of awakening finners in 

the Miniftry was alfo loft, in great meafure, together 
with its real and folid fruits in the fpirit and the 
hearts of men ; — ■• — in a word, the fpirit that began 
and carried on the work for a while, was feemingly 

vanifhing gradually aWay Many faw this, and 

were concerned,— and are waiting for his return- 
ing to renew the work Yet we proceeded 

In Walesy notwithftanding the great jarrs and diiputes 
that arofe amongft us - ■ " ■■ 

But the year following, the enmity grew ftronger 

againft the preaching of God's humiliation and 

^ath, &c. ftill I bore all in hopes of feeing this ftorm 

ceafing, as I had feen many others-^ I now alfo be* 

beld very evidently a tendency in the miniftry to 

pleafe men, -^ and to appear wife and popular in the 

world,— &c. And a great many of my neareft friends 

both in England and ffialesj loofing their former fim- 

pUcity, altho' the numbers of Teachers were increaf- 

ing daily. I have found alfo diat the fpirits of many 

grew whole, great, and proud, &c. and would not take 

tiic word of reproof or exhortation— *—altho' tbejr 

called me their Father, and really was fo, as I began 

the work in this laft revival, efpecially in ff^alis ; 

tho* I bave fpent a great part of m% time in 

England^ 
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England^ to fprcad abroad the fame of the dear S a- 
VIOUR-— I travelled through the feveral Counties 
of Kenty EJpXj Buckingham^ Wilt^ Sommerfet^ Glou» 
ceflefy Oxfordy Warwick^ Salop, and Herefordjhirej 
and all the Counties of PTales ; being much im- 
portuned to go to Scotland and Ireland^ 

I (hould not have mentioned thefe things fo parti- 
cularly, had I not feared that I might rob God of 

the glory due to him, for helping me thus far, and* 
here I muft fet up my Ebenezer. I am at writing 
this in the year 1749. being thirty- five years of age, 
three feven of which I fpent in vanity, and in the 
two laft feven years, I was called by oar Lord, and 
followed the Lamb of God. 

My good Lord, as I have already faid, gave me 
(without pre- meditation) the neceffary light, utter- 
ance and bodily ftrength inftantaneoufly, whenever 
I was to difcourfe. He enabled me feven years to 
do this, moftly out of doors in all weathers, every 
day (very few excepted) generally three or four times, 
and frequently five times; to ride from eight to 
twenty JVelJh miles (twenty of which are equal to 
thirty EngUJh miles) and upwards) over hills and 
dangerous places, through floods, ice and fnow, and 
He preferved me, that I never received any material 
hurt, tho' I often fell from my horfe, &c. 

I do not write this as a rule for others to copy af- 
ter, but «s a relation of fimple truth concerning 

what 
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what the Lord had done intrarrying me on hitherto ; 
and therefore I leave it to him to ufe what I write as 
lie fliall pleafe. 

At this time I was continually grieved by the 
thick darknefs and fpiritual ignorance of many pro- 
feffors in the myftery of our Saviour 5 and by the 
felfiflmefs and carnality of others, who were favoured 
with great views of his humanity and glory, and the 
impatience of thefe different fpirits with each other ; 
feeing all this, my fpirit often longed to finifh my 
work, and to quit the troublefome ftage of this life, 
to be with my dear Saviour in the land of peaces- 
Tow ards the end of the year 1749, I went to 
Londoriy and in January 1750, I parted with my 
friends and Brethren there, imploring them to attend 
to the Lord only, and to preach his Godhead and 
^eath with power, to the hearts of the hearers, a& the 
only true foundation to build upon.-- — In my com- 
ing down to Walesy 1 faw and felt more than ever 
of the infinity of our Saviour, in his birth, life, and 
fufferings ; the infinity of his Law and Gofpel j and 
the infinity of his pardoning grace and fmiles~ 
wanting nothing indeed but him. I loved him' m 
all his works, but more efpecially in all the fteps of 
his wonderful humiliation ! I had fuch a view and 
fenfe that I ihould foon be, to all eternity, with him, 
that tho' I longed for the happy time, yet I faw a 
thoufand years as nothing to wait for fuch a blifs — 
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At this time, I felt more of the difficulty of the 
work I was engaged in, viz. of dealing with fouls 
aright, and of bringing them to the knowledge of 
the true God in Christ, and to direct them only 

to that great Shepherd of fouls 1 obtained alfo 

a knowledge of the neceffity of feeing and knowing 
the ftate of all I difcourfed with, and of whom I had 
the care, and to learn to make a difference, by giv- 
ing to each what was proper and fuitable for their 
good, according to the ftate they were in,— As babes, 
little children, young men. Fathers, or perhaps car- 
nal men, in the houfe of God, who were not as yet 
begotten to a lively hope : that babes ihould be pro- 
perly nourifhed, ias redeemed with moft precious 
Blood, and who are exceedingly dear on that and 
many other confiderations to the Saviour : that 
little children alfo (hould be properly inftrufted, dif- 
ciplined, nurfed, that they might grow up according 
to the Father's purpofe : and that young men in 
Christ (hould have all regard fhewn unto them, as 
being due to their fituation (and not too much) re- 
fpcfting places, work, and military weapons which 
they afTume : and the fathers in Ifrael that are called 
to be rulers and pillars in his houfe, to have their juft 
place, authority, and efteem ; ■ this helped much 
to make my place and incumberance very weighty 
to me, and made my fpirit to cry, JFho is fufficlent far 
ihefe things ? 
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Thus alfo was fhewn more clearly to me in many 
iiiftances the great nefs and difficulty of the work, ef- 
pecially the fpiritual work of the Miniftry, and the 
life of faith j and how (by fomething in nature, ap- 
pearing like faith, love, and humility) fouls are de- 
ceived, and think themfelves changed and born again, 
and that they adorn the Gofpel, &c. — when it is 
really nothing elfe but what our Saviour termed, 
the whited walls, and painted fepulchers. Nature, 
being only outwardly changed, enlightened, and in- 
fluenced, yet not without fome influence of the fpirit 
of Gon, fo that there was fome lenfations of joy 
and forrow which fuch perfons were not accuf- 
tomed to ; and they take this to be a Gofpel 
faith, and real change, but it proves at laft noth- 
ing but a change in the flefli, and a houfe built on 
the fand — — whilft felf-love and the fpirit of the 
world lies deep under all, and the ftrong man armed 
was never caft out, for he ftill, thb' hiddenly, kept 

God's feat in the heart; -and thus tho* the 

Ipirit of fuch was never awakened by God's 
voice, neither thro' the Law nor Gofpel : yet he 
thinks, perhaps, that he has experienced the real 
power of both, yet the heart was never convinced 
fpiritually of unbelief (altho' the underftanding has 
been enlightened to receive fome new notions) nor 
has he been convinced of the evil of fpiritual and km 
cret fins, of his own total fall by nature, and his ig« 

norance of the Saviour and bis Blood;- fuch 

I 2 fuperficial 
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foperficial profeffors fliould tremble leaft when trials 
cooiCj notwithftanding all their profeiSon^ and fup- 
pofed faith in the Saviour, they may be ready to 
join in that blafphemous cry of the Jews^ " This man 

^^JhaU not reign over as ," or, " How can this 

*'- Man give us hisfiejh to eat ?" 

I was brought more and more to fee the deceitful- 
nefs that is in man, how nature may appear like 
grace, being improved and checked, and feemingly 
xe6lified by having the courfe of it turned from delight- 
ing itfelf in the common way of the world, of plea- 
fures and honour,^ &c. to run in a religious channel; 
BOW delighting itfelf in hearing Sermons, and finging 
Hymns, efpecially in having the paflions enflamed, 
never confidering, whether they were truly rooted 
and grounded in Christ, but only feemed to be 
IJrengthening, eftablifliing, and building each other 
up in the faith, and imagined that they were thus 
growing in grace, &c. whileft evidently the fpirit of 
their minds ftaid behind in the world, had neither 
power nor authority over the fpirit of the world, nor 
retained that diftance from it which once they per- 
haps fought ; and yet they fliewed the fame appear- 
ance of faith, love, and zeal as formerly •— 

Now feeing things in this light, a neceflity was 
laid upon nie to lift up my voice like a trumpet to all 
profeflbrs to examine their profeflion, and to make a 
clofe fearch in what the foundation of their religion 

and 
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and faith was feated : whether in the outward man, 
called thcflcfh or nature, or whether it had indeed 
penetrated to the inward nian, called the heart or 
ipirit?— I faw clearly that there is fuch a thing 
as knowing Christ after the flefb, by a kind of 
prophetical knowledge and views of him at a dif- 
tance, fuch as Balaam had, and from ihofe views, 
have a certain confidence in him, and a kind of love 
to him, and feemingly great joy and happinefs (as 
the feed on the ftony ground) and yet the heart be 
wbok, felf-righteous, and worldly amidfl: all this; 
and the fpirit carnal, afleep, and una wakened, in 
bondage to the god of this world ; being never con- 
vinced of the fm of nature, and the evil of unbelief^ 
and the difHculty of believing in the Saviour as a 
finner, and of obeying the call given to fuch in 
the gofpel; they look back to fomething that they 
done or felt at diiFerent times, and from hence 
they draw the conclullon, that they are in the cove* 
iiast, and belong to Gop, and fhall therefore be 
&ved— . 

I faw plainly that this was the religion of mofl: 
profefibrs, they formed a faith to themfelves with- 
out coming as loft damned fmners to the crofs ; and 
looking to him as the J^raelites looked to the Bra- 
zen-Serpent, fleeing to Christ, as the man fied 
from the avenger of blood into the City of Refuge. 
No wofider then, wh«n this confidence is fettled, 

that 
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that the fpiritual life, the daily combat, the viflory 
of faith, the feeding on the fleih and blood of God 
our Saviour, the myfteries of his Perfon, as God 
and Man, opened in alt his obedience and humili-i 
ation, and the infinite depth of his glorious riches, 
and the wonders of his Blood .and wounds ! with 
the infinite torments which he endured -, no wonder, 
I fay, that thefe myfteries remain a fecret to them, 
and affords no life or entertainment to them ; — but 
become matters of fpeculation and controverfy, if 
not ridicule, — inftead of being their life, delight^ 
and daily food — 

The more my fpirit was raifed to the Lord, to 
fee the value of his precious Blood, the more neceffity 
I (aw of having that Fountain daily to wafh me, 
and all I did 5 and alfo to teftify to all of this Foun- 
tain, which alone cleanfes from all fin, and by which 
alone we overcome — By feeing and feeling this in 
my own foul, I had caufe to fear and to fufpeft the 
xeligion of many, whom I hoped formerly were come 
to Mount Sioriy and to the Blood of fprinkling, that 
the Strong-man armed had not been caft out, but 
had only gone out for a time — and that the natural 
enmity of the firft JJam^ and the fpirit of the old 
Covenant (which is oppofite to the new Way, of 
falvation by the Blood and death of a Saviour) had 
not been caft out and mortified i — But after all that 
God had done on and for them, they were no moro 

than 
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than outward-cojurt worfliippers ; — tho* many cri- 
ed, we arc Abraham's children, viz. God's people, 
a chofen generation, called of the Lord; — but 
fuch nomination of ourfelves is not fufEcient, whea 
the Lord denies us, as not being born of him« 

Then I was led often to fhew, what was the 
works and aSions of Abraham's faith; — being dead 
to his pofTeffions and country, &c. he realy obeyed 
the call, and went out to wander in a ftrange land, 
among Heathenis, not knowing whither he went ; — 
And alio denied himfelf, forfook his own reafon, — ^ 
by believing what appeared impoi&ble, viz. ^hat he 
fhould have a fon from a barren womb, now ripe for 
earth; — And agaui by offering up that fame ^aac 
{^¥ho was the delight of his heart and defire of his 
eyes, &c.) on a mere command without having any 
fatisfad^ion given to the carnal enquiries of his rea- 
fon ; — which noble works and aflionsour Saviour. 
fliewed to the j^ews when he was on earth, and is 
now left upon record for all his fpiritual feed likewife. 
Alfo I often fpoke of the Ifraelitesy how many thou- 
fands of them died in the wildernefs, for that damn- 
able fin of unbelief not taking God on his word, 
and not venturing on the promife in the face of all 
difEculties from giants, walled towns, and fenced 

cities O how unbelieving they were, notwith- 

ftanding all the wonderful works which he had done 
for them in Egypt^ at the Red-fea, and in feeding 
them with Angel's-food fo many years in the wilder- 

neis. 
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nefs, and (hewing his love and favour to them above 
all the nations on the earth ; and tho' he had fo 
often pardoned diem by the entreaties <rf Mcfes^ ef- 
pecially by his putting him in mind of his bleiled 
Name and gk>ry, and how the nations would blaf- 
pheme, ard fay, that he could not after all bring them 
to Canaan where he intended : — But their ftubborn 
unbelief made him at laft to fwear in his wrath that 
they fliould never enter into his reft ■ 

These and the like confiderations made me fhed 
many tears over profeflbrs^ Icaft it fhould be their 
cafe, ' I "for all th^e things happened unto them for 
enfamples ; and they are written for our admonition. 1 Cor. 
X. 1 1. As P^tt^/'applics it to the Chriftian Church j 
tho* this cannot take place litterally under the Gof- 
pel difpenfation, yet fpiritually, it might be the cafe 
of every individual profeffor, or ofa party of profef- 
ing Chriftians; therefore it ferves as a warning to 
all, left fpiritually the fame judgm«nt mould ftill 
overtake us, after all his kind dealing towards us ; — 
we fhould tremble left our fpirits ftay behind in the 
world, and come not to the Saviour continually; 
but go on building on his paft favours, inftead of 
obeying his prefent call to go on (venturing on him 
and his word) from conquering to conquer, to take 
poffeffion on the Land of Promife, the dear Saviour 
and his glorious Kingdom, in fpite of all oppofition 
that rife and fet themfelves againft us, both from oor 
corrupt nature and others, &c« 

Seeing 
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Seeing this felf and carnal fpirlt getting ground, 
and growing under the feemingly glorious work that 
was going on, and profeflbrs willing to content them- 
felves with falfe peace — overlooking their fins, — be- 
ing not truly brought (by the Holy Spirit daily) under 
a deep fenfe of them to the crofs of Chrjst, to fee 
theni there punifhed, forgiven, and done away in his 
Blood. Superficial light and knowledge can never 
penetrate to this fpiritual difcovery of our fins thus laid 
upon God our Saviour. Neither can it feed, and 
derive all its life and comfort from bis fufierings and 
death. And feeing fo many refting, fhort of this dif- 
covery, in what they received from the Lord, and 
not relying by faith on Christ, and what he had done 
and fufFered for us ; I had reafon to fear, there were but 
few born again-— for where a new man is formed, it 
muft have the Bread of Life, Christ himfelf, 
he cannot be fatisfied with hearing of him, he muft 
have Him, for his conftant objeft ; to fpeak with, 
and to delight in him ; and muft have his Body 
and Blood daily for his meat and drink; in a word, hi$ 
Redeemer muft be his all, upon whom he refts. And 
thofe who are rightly and truly awakened, to'believe 
what the Lord fays of the miferable ftate of man by 
nature, without being made a new man, in Christ 

» 

Jes,usj cannot reft any where, without coming to 

Jesus, and knowing him for themfelves ; and that he 

is their Saviour, and what he had done and fuffered 

for them, is become their continual meat and drink, 

on which they feed ; and thus they come up out of 

the wildernefs, leaning on their Beloved* 

K Seein© 
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Perceiving thus that the work was not effefiualiy 
carried on, I could not but found the diarm, and cry 
aloud, O IVatch-men! O Watch-men f What of the 
night! What of the night! I had authority through 
the Spirit of God, to declare againft the Tares, 
growing in the Lord's garden. And at the fame time 
calling finners to the great Attonement in the Blood 
of Christ. And ih^wing alio how the fin of 
fecretly defpifing it, or thinking of it carnally as 
Common blood, is the grcateft of ail fins, ■ and 
that God will not deal with us iinners \ but in, and 
through Christ's Blood j— and as the "Jews dared 
not to come before him^ without the blood of the&cri* 
fice, offered in the Templcj how can we then, prefume 
to deal with God ; without die Blood of Christ ? 
and as it is not only fome times that fatan and our 
evil nature do fet upon us to tempt and defile us^ 
but they do it continually (if we rightly feel and 
icnow what paflfes) then are we continually under aoi 
^bfolute neceiSty of having Christ's Blood to walb 
and cleanfe us from our fins, and his Spirit to renew 
our foyls. O the infinite and wonderful efficacy of 
Christ's moft precious Blood ! How it fills the 
whole creation ! and has infinity in it,^ becaufe it is 
the Blood of God ! by which he Redeemed his 
Church, and cleaofes bis peopk) from all their fins. 

As the Lord himfelf fent me round ^e Country 
fit my firft fetting out, and ^ave me a defire to pleafe 
]^m only> and belped me to fpeak plain truths^ 
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tof 2Ct this time, a necejGlity was laid upon mc ix^ 
preach that great truth which he revealed to my own 
foul, VIZ. the wonderful condefcer)fion and myftery 
of God, in our nature, reconciling the world tohim« 
felf, not imputing their fmsj — That he was God 
in the womb of Mary^ when He aiTumed our na- 
ture, laying in himfelf the foundation of our falva- 
tion and deliverance — and was the Supreme God 
in his poor birth and fwaddling doth^is ! and in all his 
fiifFerings, that He was the great I AM ! the ALPHA 
and OMEGA ! and that there is none other God but 
him! There are Three Perfons, but one God; 
and thofe that worfhip another Goo, befides him, 
do woribip an Idol, — form him dwelUth all the 
fulnefs of the Godhead bodily 1 and when the time came 
to make an Attonement for our fins, when He, 
the great. Sacrifice, was raifcd on the Altar of the 
crofs, al) nature, eardi, and hell, was in an uproar or 
confufion, — the Sun was darkened, the earth trembled, 
the dead awoke, and were raifed, &c. that all might 
enquire. What is the caufe and meaning of all this i

I went on thus fome years through WaUs^ bearing 
tny teftimony to thefe truths, in the face of carnal 
profefibrs, Arians and Secinians, who all rarled againft 
me, — Altho' rt proved to be an occafion of much 
snurmnring, contention, and divifion, yet I am in a 
lively hope, that the Lord will blefs his own truths, 
in his proper time, it may be when I am gone — 

K 2 I was 
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I was then in' great expedation, that it would he 

my laft work and teftimony But, at his feet I 

leave myfelf, together with my performances, and 
labour; and to him I commit myfelf, alfo, for the' 
remainder of my life, knowing that he is able for the 
time to come, to carry me through every trial, work 
or fuftering, as he has done hitherto ; and thro* his 
unchangeable grace, to the chief of finners, I fet up 
my Ebenezer. And though 1 know but little of 
Christ the Lord as I fhould, yet I am a living 
witnefs of his free grace, and of what is faid of hiin 
in the fcripture ; therefore I could refrain but invit- 
ing all to fubmit to his righteoufnefs, and government 
of grace, and to wait at hiS gate, that they might be 
made happy forever in Him, the only fure Reft and 
flielter for poor penitent finners. He is the only City 
of refuge, the only friend, for diftrefled fouls to flee 
to, and the only one that will never leave them, and 
will fuit all their need, and can fupply all their wants 5 
and will at laft prefent them fpotlefs to the Fa**

Now I cannot, but afcribe all the glory to hini 
who has loved, pitied, and forgiven me, the chief 
of finners, indeed in my own eyesj who ftill 
wafhes and heals me by his precious Blood, and doth 
over- rule and manage even my very evils to turn 
them for my good— To him therefore who is worthy 
with the Father and Holy Ghost, be as is 
moft due, all honour and glory, by all his Church in 
time and eternity, Amen, and Amen.

SECOND PART, 

COLLECTED by his SUCCESSORS; 
who were Eye^wltnejfes of his Proceedings to his 
departing into Glory : the Matter of which is 
chiefly takea from his Diary. 

^ A FTER feventeen years, of hard labour, in the 
JljL Lord's work through IVaks^ and great part of 
England*^ Mr. Harris fettled at Trevecka^ where he 
ipent the greateft part of his time in his own houfe ; 
tho* he made feveral journies from thence in the fol- 
lowing years. A few of thofe who received a bleffing 
through his miniftery, in former years, began to 
gather to him there ; and as he preached to them, 
two or three times a day, they earneftly deixred to 
ftay there with him. The ardent delire of thefe 
fincere people, he could not withftand, and thus in 
:4pril 1752, he laid the foundation of the prefent 
building at Trevccka ; tho' he had at that time neither 
friends nor money — he fet about it purely in faith, 
relying on the Lord, and his promife j having an' 
imprefSon in his mind, for fome years paft, that he 

ihouia 
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llioald build a houfe for Goo w. and he let about it 
IB a full perfiiafioii) that the lame God, who had 
Ssnt him at firft, in an uncommon manner, to awaken 
the country ; alfo now kid this undertaking upon 
bim« He himfelf writes thus concerning it. 

^ I was impelled to build, by the fame fpirit which 
*^ fent me about to preath, and at a time I was* far 
** from being provided with money or friends, for 
^ the latter had deferted me, and inftead of the for^* 
*^mer, I had demands upon DEie—- >and about 40 
^ workmen to pay, and maintain ; — > and yet I made 
^afe of no means to get one Shilling, but an bum- 
^ ble pleading of and confiding on the promife ; on 
^ which I truft my all, as both for temporal, and 
^ f^ritual things.** 

EuT foon after he began fo build, fboie peopfe 
came to offer their work and help to him, that they 
night have a more convenient opportunity to be 
«nder his care, and profit by his miniftery daily ; thus 
Ae ^mily began to be gathered together, this year^ 
ftlr Harris had at this time a fevere fit of ficknefs, 
but yet though very weak, he would preach to tte 
people, till he was feemingly, ready to die for fatigue, 
being not able to move himfelf from the chair he ufed 
to fit in, and fpeak from, but we were obliged to 
carry him in it, into his room; — at other times, 
when he recovered a little, he would call the family to 

his 
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Ills Bed-room, and would exhort Acm from his bej^ 
for a long while, the divine bleffing attending it to 
their fouls. He continued fome nionihs in this fit rf 
ficknefs, expeftingto go home to his dear Lord and 
Saviour, as he himfelf exprefes it, " I was* all this 
** time in continual hopes of going home, to my dear 
*' Saviour, and expefting it with Solicitation,'* 
And yet all this while he continued to difcourfe daily 
to the people, as one already in the fuberbs of heaven. 

In the year 1753 a part of riie building being 
iinifbed, a great number of people flodced to hioi 
from aM parts; many of them under convijaiow, 
merely to hear the word ; and others partly frora 
curiofity ; the report of Mr. Harrises preaching 'daily 
at Trevecka^ having fpread throughout all Wales i^^ 
Sataja alfo began to rage, and fet the whole country 
as it w«re in an uproar— * inventing all manner of 
lies, &c. that originated in their various ideas of die 
aim of the multitude crowding to that place. How* 
ever the people continued to come tbere from all parts 
of Wales^ fome ftaylog, for a time, others return* 
ing home, partly becaufe their prefent circum« 
fiances did not admit of their ftaying at prefent, part* 
ly comj^ning, (ovc^ that the fare, others that the 
preaching and dtfciplixie was too hard, and that Mr« 
Harris was an intollerable reprover, &c. yet for all 
Ihis, many fctded there tl>is year, e§)eciaHy fingle 
jpetfons^ bjotb men aad woQiiu) ; giving ti^e^clves ^ 

the 
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Ihc Lord and his work, becaufe they beKeved it- 
was a part of the Lord's work, and fuited to the 
rules laid down in the Bible» 

At the end of this year, and the beginning of the 
year 1754, there was a fettled family at Treveckdy of 
about a hundred fettled perfons, befides thofe coming 
and going, as we hinted before ; and Mr. Harris took 
upon him the fole care of their fpiritual and temporal 
concerns, having nothing outwardly adequate to pro- 
vide for fuch a family, por any manufactory fet up, 
i>ut only a couple of fmall rented farms, and a little 
quantity of wool bought for the women to fpin, 
to get their maintenance by — It is a difficult thing 
to imagine, what ftraits Mr. Harris went through 
at this time, concerning the outward care of the peo* 
pie only, befides the care of theit fouls ; preaching 
publickly, and exhorting privately, daily— watch- 
ing many nights to pray and wreftle with the Lord^ 
and as foon as the family arofe in the morning, 
preaching again, exhorting them for hours together, 
without having had any reft in bed, but yet with 
firefh power, and fpirit from the Lord ■ ofriii» 
we were living eye-witnefles* 

As to outward matters, die Lord has been with 
bim in a furprifing manner ; frequently, when a call 
for payment came to him, he had no profpe£t m 
the world, how to difcharge the debt, but applying 
to the Lo&D in prayer, and pleading his pron\ife, and 

that 
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that he did not bear thefe burdens for himfelf, but for 
him, and therefore relying upon him, that he would 
certainly help and carry him through— And very 
often the Lord anfwered him in an unexpected man- 
ner, by fending fome perfon or other with as much 
money as he wanted, either as an acknowledgement 
for the benefit received from this work, or as a loan* 
Thus the Lord never forfook him ! as he writes, thus, 
** Being often in flraits, concerning temporal things, 
"wanting 20/. or 50/ or even 100/, and hav- 
" ing no where to turn to, for afSflance, but to 
♦* the promife; the Lord not relieving till the laft 
** pinch, and even then appearing from a quarter 
** that npne could never imagine j fome bringing, and 
" fome fenuing me 10/ or 20/ and even 100/ 
*'tho* living at the diflancc of 70 or 80 miles, 
<* being compelM fo to do, only by the word 
*' founding in their confcience, night and day, and 
" no man in the world knowing, or imagining, any 
*' thing of it — Thus the Lord appeared for me 
*' many times — This feems ft range to many, and 
<* well it may, yet it is real truth," 

In the year 175 ;» feveral families came to Tre^ 
^ecka^ efpecially from North Wales \ fome to live in 
the family, and others to Farms in the neighbourhood, 
that they might have a more convenient opportunity 
of attending Mr. Harrises preaching. Many of 
them had fubftance^ others were poor, and having' 
many children, were obliged to be ai&fted. Mr, 

L Harris 
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Harris wrote thus about that time — ** No Iboncr 

^^ was a great part of the building iinifhed, but (boa 

** appeared prefcntly here and there a faimily, which 

** I neither thought of, nor fent for, nor could 

** expeft. Therefore it appears evident ta me, that 

" not man, but the Lord, hath done great things. 

<* for us ; many people continued ^o come here, not- 

«* withftanding crofles and tryals, to a jdace, repref- 

*' ented by all in the blackeft manner, being drawn only 

** by love to the truth, and the force of the Lord's 

*' voice they found to their hearts thro* my miniftry ; 

*' freely leaving their country, and all that was dear ta 

*^ them, workings and living hard, and leaving it wholly 

^ to me to order them, both in their work and fare. 

•^ There are now above loo perfons, old and young, 

«* that board, work, and 'fieep, in the houfe, amongil; 

** which are ten families ; and ten families live out 

«* in farms, in the neighbourhood," 

The plain truths which they formerly heard by 
Mr. Harris's miniftcry, brought thofe people thither 
from all parts of Wales ; and fome even from England 
alfo. And when they came to refide there, many 
of them teftified, that the word of God, as preached 
by Mr, Harris^ was attended with more and more 
energy and benefit to their fouls ; and alio that thejr 
faw a neceility of being under the Lord's difcipline, 
as vrell as under the preaching of the word \ efpecially 
as the Lord hath appointed it in his word, that his 
fervants fiiould meet in fellov^ip, and ufe other 

means 
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means of grace, for the benefit of his people. And 
that every true minifter of the Gofpel fliould be both 
a watch- man and overfeer, to look after the flock, 
A^s XX. 28. and a preacher of the word unto them, 
i Tim. IV. 2. 

At the end of this year, there was about 120 per- 
fons in the family, befides thofe families in the neigh-, 
bourhood, that belonged to it. Mr. Harris preach- 
ed publickly two or three times daily, to the family j 
befides keeping private meetings with one part or 
other of them, an hour every day of the week. They 
gave themfelves thus to the Lord, and to his fervants 
by the will of God ; as the Holy Ghost diiefts us 
to do. 2 Cor. vlii. 5. From the beginning of this 
work, the Lord had moved and fitted out two or 
three Exhorters, as afliftants to Mr. Harris^ to 
exhort, both at home and abroad — and by this 
time, the Lord had raifed others as helpers both, in 
the miniftry, and government of the family 

In the year 1756, our Saviour began to gather 

fome fruit from his little Garden at Trevecka ; 
fome fouls departed very happily, to eternity, praifing, 

and teftifying of Jesus, how dear, and precious he 

was to them in their dying moments j that they beheld 

eternity bright and glorious before them, through 

the Blood of Christ j Bleffing him, for his love 

and grace, and for having brought them to Trevecka^ 

where they found edification for their fouls, &c. 'I his 

afforded much comfort and joy to them that were yet 

L 2 left 
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left here below, in this vale of mifery, feeing their 
dear brethren and fifters depart, ftrong in faith, te 
their eternal home • 

« 
'This year, as the Nation was engaged in war with 
France^ Mr. Harris was in much concern, leaft our 
priviledges and liberties fliould be taken away fron^ 
us J efpecially the liberty of the Gofpel, whiqh ft^ould 
the Papijis fucceed, we fliould be robbed of. He laid 
this matter therefore before the family, efpecially 
the young men, had any of them a willing mind and 
fpirit to go to the fervice of our good king, againft 
Popery ; entreating them to be earneft with the LqRD 
in prayer, for his aid and defence, at this critical 
jundlure; and foon after he had propofed this matter, 
many of them unanimoufly anfwered, that they were 
willing and ready ; and it was then fettled, that 
five young men fliould go to the army ; they went 
in faith, and the ftrength of the. Lord, willing to 
Jay down their lives, for the liberty of the Gofpel ♦. ' 

In 

* These five young men wentfronn Tre^ecka^ to Hereford 
^here.thcv joined the 58th regiment, and from thence to Plymouth^ 
till orders came for them, to embark ior Ireland \ and as the 
heat of the war between us and the French, was chiefly then in 
Jmericat further orders came for that regiment to embark for 
America ; (o they embarked at Corky and landed at Halifax, in . 
Nova Scotia, The firft engagement they were in, was at the 
iieging of Louijbourg, and taking it ; the next indefatigable en- 
terprize they were in (under the command of brave General fToife, 
yfho then IpH his life) was the taking of S^uebec^ which witfi 
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In the year 1757? many people continued to come 
to Trevecka^ tho* many alfo went away, after being 
there for a while. In this, and the two following 
years, above forty perfons died in the family, which 
in fome fenfe, was a great lofs, and feemingly a fore- 
runner of fome change amongft us j but the bleffing 
which attended their departure, made this lofs a 
great gain, not only to them that died, but to the 
living alfo ; feeing the Lord's grace and faithfulnefe 
to them in then* laft hours, enabling them to triumph 
over death, and all their enemies; thanking him for 
all the means, he vouchfafed to make ufe of, to bring 
them to a true feelmg fenfe of themfelves, as finners, 
and a knowledge of Christ as their Saviour — ^ 

Of the perfons who died in thofe years, there were. 
fome children, from feven to twelve years old, moftly 

of the 

3II the Countiy, 15 now in the poflefTion of the EngUJh. The 
laft place they took, was the Ha*vana, fiom the Spaniards^ 
^hich was the laft blow in that notable war. 

The Lord Jesus was with their fpirits in a fui*prifing man- 
ner ! they kept clofe together in >^atching and prayer, reading 
the Bible, exhorting one-another, and their fellow foldiers. 
They wrote home from S^ebec^ that they had the fpirit of pray- 
* er and reliance on the Lord, even in the heat of the battles; 
})ecaufe, fay they ** We are in his care, and entered upon this 
«« way of life for him, fighting againft Popery, in defence of our 
*« Gofpel priviledges, &c." Thus, they were kept by our Sa- 
viour, contented and happy in their fpirits, and in tlieir bodies 
^Ifo, not receiving any material hurt— 

It 
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the fmall-pox; fotne of the children praifcdtheLdRD 
Jesus in a furprifing manner, teftifying, ** that They 
*' loved him, becaufe he fuffcred and died for them — '* 
Mr. Harris alfo was powerfully enabled to pray with 
many of them, in their dying moments. And we are 
living witneffes of this, that the Spirit of the Lord 
was prefent, comforting, and removing the fear of 
death from them, which fome of them at firft forely 
complained of— but they then longed to behold 
his face, and be forever with him. 

It is worthy of notice^ that four of thofe young men died a 
natural death, in that part of the world 5 two of them dyed, and 
were buried at Halifax^ very happy in their fpirits, believing 
and teftifying of the Lord Jesus, that he is faithful to hiB 
promife, fife. The third dyed at Sea, in the voyage to Ha- 
«vana \ the fourtli at the Havana, after taking it — 

The fifth, was taken prifoner by the French, and after being 
for fome weeks a prifoner in France, when peace was concluded, 
he came to England, and had an offer of preferment, but chofe 
rather to come home j fo he came dire6lly to Trevecka, where 
he was gladly received by all the family — as it was a matter of 
great joy and gladnefs to fee him, after being abfent feven years $ 
but more efpecially, as the LoRD*s prefence was, and has been 
with him, keeping him, not only, from the vice and wickednefs, 
which moft commonly prevails in the army, but was alfo kept 
with the Lord in fpirit, growing in the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ ; and brought a moft pleafmg account of them 
that finiflied their courfe, and of the faithfulefs of the Lord 
Jesus to himfelf, and to them, in all their trials. He is ftill 
alive, and continues an honcft faithful fervart in the houfe of 
God ; and has much to fpeak, as an Exhorter, about the grace 
of the good Shepherd of i/rtf^/— carrying a muiket-ball in his 
leg, yet ftill is very happy and contented 5 a living witnefs of the 
Lord's faithfulnefs, and goodneis. 

About 
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About the fpring of the year 1759, Mr, Harris 
Wrote thus, " We have buried fince the beginning 
•* of this work, above forty perfons, and there arc 
**ftill about the fame number in the family, and 
** about thirty in the farms. The v^rord has been 
•* preached hear, I truft, with power and authority, 
** three times a day, and four times every Sunday, 
^ this feven years. Surely, I can fay, that this is the 
•* Lord's work, for he has hitherto been pleafed 
** to own It, by bringing and keeping people here; 
*' and by giving me a fpirit of faith to ftand in 
*' the face of my own, and other's fins, and many 
♦* other impoflibilities, ■ He hath honoured us in 
•'ftanding by, and protefting amidft many heavy 
«* ftorms, that iildeed would have defeated all natural 
" ftrength, and overturned all that was not built on 
<* the Rock. Here, therefore, I can fet up an Ehen^ 
^ ezerj and fay. Thus far the Lord hath helped me. 
^ This is the Lord's doing ; this work was founded, 
*^ carried on, and fupported by the Lord, and 
' « that by his free grace, and not by the wifdom and 
** policy of any man, nor by the arm of flefli — and 
•* though Satan would be glad, to deftroy it, yet it 
^ remains ftanding, and flourifhing, in fpite of all 
^ difficulties from without, and An, divifions, and 
« rebellions within." 

Towards the end of this year, when the Nation 
was alarmed with an invafion intended from France ; 
Mr. Harris fliewcd much concern about the welfare 

of

of the kingdom in general, and our rites and privi* 
leges both public and private. About that time, 
fome of the Gentlemen of the County, oflFered him a 
commii&on in the Breconjhire Militia ; he then an- 
fWered, that he could not agree with the offer, but 
upon condition, that they would give him liberty to 
preach the G ofpel, where ever he flxould go — and 
told them farther, that his chief motive, and con* 
cern in that affair, was the danger he faw the liberty 
of the Gofpel, and our priviledges in, of being taken 
from us ; and having been for many years in danger 
of his life, for preaching the word of God, in many 
places, he was even now willing to lay down his life^ 
if occafion required, to defend itj but that if he 
fliould ferve as a foldier for king GeorgCy that he muft 
have liberty to preach the Gofpel, of King Jesus —» 
The Officers affenting to thefe motives, and infifting 
upon his accepting the office — He replied again^ 
that he muft pray to the Lord for knowledge of his 
mmd and will j and have the confent of his large 
femily i to which alfo they made no objeilion* 

Thus, after waiting on the Lord in prayer, he 
. was fully perfuaded in his mind, that the fame fpirit 
of God, who fent him at firft to preach the word, ia 
an uncommon manner, would fend him now in the 
like extraordinary way to defend it, and to offer his 
life for the truth he preached, and the liberty we 
enjoy in this kingdom. He laid the matter thus 
before the family, imploring the affiftance of their 
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prayers, how to ^6k on this critical affair ; and alfo> 
whether any of them had an inclination to go for the 
LoRD^s fake, with him, to offer their lives in defence 
of the Gofpel, &c. The matter was then further con- 
fidered, and laid before the Lord in prayer, by the 
whole family— And all confented that Mr. Harris 
ihould go, believing it to be the will of God ■ 
many alfo of the men were willing to go with him, 
and to lay down their lives, for the proteftion of the 
precious word of God, if occafion required ; and the 
reft of the family willingly refigning him, and the 
inen that intended to accompany him. 

Mr. Harris^ having fettled all at Trevecka^ and 
delivered the affairs of the family, into the hands of 
'Truftees J he went intending to ferve the Lord, and 
his king, even unto death, together with Twenty 
four men of the family; twelve of them as volunteers, 
on Mr. Harris's own coft, arms, cloathing, and 
maintenance, for three years : — They imbodied with 
the Brecon/hire Militia, in the beginning of the year 
1760. Mr. Harris received an Enfign's commifion at 
his enterance into the Battalion, but afterwards was 
made a Captain. Before we proceed, we muft infert 
a few lines, that he himfelf wrote them at this time, 
pn die value of the word of God, the Bible* 

" I am refolutly, ard cooly determined to go freely, 

*' and confcientioufly, and die in the field of Battle in 
** defence of the precious word of God, the Bible, 

•* againft Popery,*— .Who can fufficiently fet forth 
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*^ the vahie of a Book, wherein God fpeakes ? ancf 
** that to all ranks, degrees, ages, and languages 
*' of men ? who can fet it forth in its own real 
and majeftic Glory ? O the Infinite, and unfathom- 
able depth of Glory and Divine wifdom and love 
** in it ! The glory of the fun is nothing in com- 
*' parifon to the Glory of this - valuable treafure ! 
"which is indeed the mouth, and Image of God 
** himfelf, drawn by himfelf ! — A Book, which He 
*' has made the ftandard, touch-ftone, and rule to 
«< try, even his own work by ! whereby all fpirits^ 
*< do6trine, miniftry, and church dicipline, all faith, 
•' love, truth, and obedience are proved ! A Book 
^' that God has referred all men to, from the Mon- 
•* arch to the peafant, —The Univerfal teacher of all 

*^ men. Here is the feed whence the church and 

•' her faith are begotten, — and herein is flie purifiedy 
** and nurfed, here is the believer's armoury, herein is 
*' the true ineffable Light of the world; herein thef 
" unerring Father and teacher of all, fpeaks both ta 
" young and old, high and low, rich and poor,— here 
^« man's pride is humbled, his wounds fearchedjThe 
*' Saviour revealed, and declared to be made ours f 

** If Life, and its varioi:s 'comforts and necefTar* 
*' ies are vaflly dear, How much more ftiould this 
•< treafure be ? without it there is no faith, nor Sal- 
^' vation. — By this, we know, what could not be 
** known by any other way or means, and that with the 
*^ greateft certainty, both of God, and of ourfelves, 

*«of 
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** of prefent and future exiftance ; without this, all is 
*' uncertain, and thick darknefs ; this alone, fpeaks 
" infallibly, and calls for inr^plicit faith* O that its 

*^ Glory may fill this Nation, . Happy the man 

*' that fliall be counted worthy to (hew forth this 
*^ univerfal teacher, in its own uncovered Majefty, — 
*' It would be an unfpeakable fervice both to God 

*' and man, and would defeat all hell, and cut 

'' its way thro' all difficulties; and as the Infinity and 
" Majefty of God, its Author, v/ill gradually be dif- 
*^ played to our hearts, fo will this, his vicegerent on 
*^ earth, this, his manner of fpeaking to us, making 
^* himfelf, and his mind of Grace, known to us ; and 
^' by this means, working in us, both to will and to do 
** ofhisgoodpleafurcy Phil, ii. 13, and eftablifliing his 
'' kingdom among us, and in us, and bringing Glory to 
*' himfelf by our falyation : be perpetualy come more 
" intelligible and precious to us : — without this, we 
*' are without hope, without knowledge of our Mifery 
" or Recovery, &c. O the ineffable Treafure ! — 
*' no wonder fo many thoufands triumphed in dying 
'' for the precious Bible, -^ Now I go freely, without 
¥' compulfion, to fhew the regard I have for the 

*^ priviledges we enjoy, under our beft of kings, ^ 

*' our Ineffable priyiledges, efpecially the precious 
^^ Gofpel of our Saviour, contained in the whole 
*^ Book of God, which now is openly read through- 
*' out the kingdom; every perfon being fufFered to 
^ exhort his neighbour without moleftation» ^ 

M 2 Now 
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"I commit my Family to he Lord, and an* 
*' going, with a part of it (who freely ^offered their 
*' lives on this occafion) to defend our Nation and 
*' priviledges; and to flxew publickly, that we are dead 
** to all things hear below, — or at leaft, that we can 
*' part with all for the fake of our dear Lord and 
" Saviour, even with Life it felf, — and that we 
« feek a City above.** Heb. xiii. 14, 

Thus He went, and left at Trevecka above i2cj 
perfons in the family, who all willingly refigned him 
and the men to the Lord ; fome wives willingly re- 
fi- ned their dear Hufbands, refolving to cleave to the 
L0RD5 by giving themfelves wholly to him, believing 
that he would take care of them. And indeed, we have 
experienced that he has been with us as a tender 
Father; and owning us before the world as his 
people, and that the Lord Jesus was our Saviour 
and God J and not Mr. Harris^ as people ufed to 
fey. 

NoTWiTHSTANDiNC many trials from with lA 
and without, the Lord was with us, and kept us to- 
gether ;— The Preaching and the meetings were 
kept daily as before ; and the outward affairs, went oh 
regularly the fame. We were vifited by two feverc fits 
of ficknefs, when Mr. Harris was abroad, and in 
one of them, no lefs than fifty perfons lay fick at the 
fame time, and even fome of thofe that were over the 
care of the family, — it being the time of Harveft ;--* 

yet 
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yet the Lord brought us through, even at this critical 
feafon, that every thing turned out very well; and 
indeed the flck and the healthy had a happy time, and 
the prefence of the Son of God being amongft us; 
He that appeared in the fiery-furnace, with the three 
Brethren, comfoited our fick ones, in a particular 
manner, — and made even this bitter cup, fweet, to 
the whole family. 

But to Return, the firft Rout, which Mr. Harris 
and the Militia had, was in the fpring of the year 
1 760 to Tarmouthj a Sea-port Town mNorfoIk-^ it hay- 
ing pleafed theLoRD, as foon as they arived at Tarm^ 
cuthy to open a door for him to preach there and other 
places, in his Regimentals, every evening, to many 
hearers, who feemingly attended to the word, and a 
blelEng refted upon fome fouls there. 

The following Winter, they returned from hence 
to Brecon^ by another Road; which gave him an 
opportunity to preach in other Towns, &c. — And 
as they made Brecon^ their Head-quarters, for that 
Winter, he had an opportunity to be a part of his time 
now, and then, at Trevecka^ with his family. The 
following Summer 1761 they took another Rout to 
the weft of England, fo that he had a new field for 
preaching the Gofpel. Then they fettled for a while 
at Bidiford and Toringtoriy where he met with a kind 
reception, and many hearers.— —-In the Summer 
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J762, He went to feveral other Populous Towns in 
the weft, as Barrijiahle and Plymruth^ &c. Where he 
continued to preach the Gofpel at every oppor- 
tunity. 

After being thus three years in the Militia, 
the war over, and a treaty of Peace concluded, he 
and his little company, returned to Trevecka^ after 
fliewing his faith and love to the Lord Jesus, 
and alfo his love and loyalty to his king and courts- 
try. ■ He fpent the remainder of his life at Tre» 
vecka^ with his large family, — except only fome few 
j-ounds he took now, and then, to preach, both in 
England^ alid Wales. 

In the year 1764, He agreed with the Vicar, to 
have a monthly Sacrament, at.our Parilh-church, 
which had only been adminiftered four times a year, 
before. On Sunday February 5th 1764, we receiv- 
ed the firft monthly Sacrament; He wrote thus; 
^' This was a great Day indeed, the firft time wc 
*^ had the communion according to our wifli, and 
^' requeft ; and this Priviledge has been given us, in 
anfwer to our prayer, and \% a further open proof of 
*' our Saviour's Love to us; — We were happy 

^^ in the morning, in exhorting, and went happily 
** together to the Public k fervice, and I truft in one 
^ Ipirit, to the Lord's Table,*' &c. 

ThS 19th of this month our people fat for the 

firft 
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iirft time, in the Gallary of the Parifh Church td 
fing, and ever fince continue to do fo every Sunday* 
Mr# Harris made the following obferVation on this 
day, '' While the people were finging, to day at 
" Church, fuch a Glory fell on me, and I thought 
** filled the Church, as words cannot exprefs, ■ * 
" We are happy in this, and in many other refpedts^ 
" having our publick and private meetings daily^ 
'* and on Sundays before going to Church, and when 
*^ we return, without any moleftation at Trevecka^^** 

And as the late Revival, in Religion, began ijft 
the eftabliflied Church, we think it not neceffary 
or prudent to feparate ourfelves from it, but our 
duty to abide in it, and to go to our Patifh Church 
every Sunday, to join in the prayers, to hear the 
reading of God's word, ^nd to ufe the Ordinances j 
we find that our Saviour meets us there, by mak« 
ing them a bleffing to our Souls, 

In the years 1767, and 1768, Mr. Harris wa§ 
very glad of Lady Huntingdon s plan, of building a 
College at Lower Trevecka ; He began to Repair the 
old Building there, — and afterward Rented it to hef 
Ladyfliip, fpr her College 5 and when it was finilhed, 
an inftitution fixed^ for training up young men 
to the Miniftry, Mr. Harris u fed to go there every 
day, for a long while, to Exhort, and difcourfe with 
the young Students, — trufting it would continue a 
Spiritual Seminary of Learning, like die School of the 
Prophets, 2 Kings vi, 1,2. 

Ik 
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' In the year 1770, He buried his dear Wife, (he 
departed very happy in the Lord, and was an 
Inftrument of edification to all about her. After her 
death, He decayed more and more in his body, and 
in his laft year, had now and then, very fevere fits of 
the ftone, which at laft carried him off. — Yet for 
the laft weeks of his life, He would ftill come down 
to Preach, and Exhort the family, and that alfo 
with much Power 5 — infifting much on having a 
true and thorough -change in the inward man ^ — and 
fpeaking much againft fuperficial Religion, and re- 
ceiving the truths of God in the flefli, — without 
feeling any true EffeA on the heart, fo as to change 
the fpirit and the whole man 5 to become one fpirit 
filth Christ, experiencing the power of his re* 
furedlion, and the benefits of his death, 

NO W we pall cnly infert feme detached 
S^eJJe£fions^ as He wrote hintfelf in his laft 
^cknefs. 

" T find the Saviour's will is my heaven, be it 
A " what it may, but have, I think from him, 
** infatiable cries to go home, out of this body, to my 
•* dear Father, Saviour, and Comforter, O how I 
•' loved every word that came from the dear Saviour, 
** and all his dear people, that feed on him, and re- 
"ceive every good thing of him. I feel my fpirit eats 
** his words, and I could wafli the feet of his fervants; 
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•*" My fplrit adored him, for giving me leave to hope^ 
^ for that blefled time, to come into his prefence ^ 
** much more for giving me room to hope, that my 
^ work is done : and that I am at the door, and 
•* that 1, a poor (inner, that have nothing but fin, 
^^ fliould lay hold of his righteoufnefs, and wifdom, 
•* and ftrength, for I have nothing of my own. My 
•* fpirit is like one at the door, waiting to be called 
•' in ; I could have no accefs to afk for any thing, 
^ but that I may go home, and that he would nuke 
^ hafte, and make no long tarrying. 

^^ I love all that Come and feed on his flefh anct 
^* Blood ; I feel that he, and not any thing here, is 
*'* my reft and happinefs ; I love eternity, becaufe he is 
*' there ; I fpeak with, and cry to him, O the thick- 
'^ nefs of this fleih which hides him from me ; it is in- 
*' deed lawful to be weary of it, for it is a thick veil of 
*^ darknefs ; and I feel clearly, 'tis this, that makes 
" me weary of every thing here, and longing to go 
" home, to my dear Saviour. O thou whodidft 
^^ bleed to death, and who art alive. Come and take 
** me home j and as for the paffage I have commited 
*^ that to thee, to take care of me ; I am thine here, 
*' and for ever ; I am one of thy redeemed, the fruit of 
f*^ thy blood and fweat, and thy will is my heaven* 

•^ I feel my fpirit continually, as it were, froril 
<< home I and that I am one of the Lamb's coinpany, 
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^ and belong to him, and can't be long from him,J. 
" My fpirit cries, Lord, thou canil not be God, and 
*' not pity and love me, — becaufe thou haft giyen 
** me what thou halt promifed in pity, to a poor^ 
" broken, penitent and humbled fpirit; and alfo fiiith' 
" to lay hold of thy righteoufnefs and blood. O Lord 
*^ thou canft not leave me long here, thou muft pity^ 
" and call roe home, for I am a ftranger here. I love 
^' the glorified fpirits, and long ta be among them^ 
*• becaufe they behold his Glory 5 and becaufe they 
" have no guile, nor deceit, nor felf, nor ftrange 
*' gods, nor any other corruption, nor wifdom or 
*' righteoufnefs, but only in the Lamb* 

•^ I find my felf growing very weak, to day ; an(t 
^ am in much pain, and feel my fpirit crying, O my 
•* dear Father, art thou coming, to ftrikc the laft 
<' ftroke ? When our Saviour Ihall come and raife 
** my fpirit, from nature, and death, and every thing 
" here below to his own Spirit >•— then I fhall know 
" what it is, to be cleanfed, and purified j I feel, that 
•' my fpirit goes to God, not as his creature, but a$ 
^ his Child^ and the purchafe of bis Blood* 

** My dear Saviour, did feine on nie Tweedy, 
*' this afternoon j O let me eat no more, the bread, 
•' that perifheth, be thou ta me, from henceforth, 
** my bread, and food forever ; be thou to me, my Sun, 
*' and let me fee this, no liiore. O hear the cries of 
^* thy poor witraii thy Stood, has done the work^ 
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<< take me (torn this body ofday^ for I am here m 
^ priibn; O take me thece, where thou (he weft thy 
^ Qlory,^ and indulge a worm^ fick of love, longing to 
^ come hoxne. I adore thee^ for all the graces beftow- 
^^ ed on all the fpirits sound the throne; andefpecialjy 
^ on my own poor fpij^it. Aiid as. for my concerns 
^^ and cares, I have none but thine,, and thou muft 
^< take care of them^ call me hence, and make no long 
<< tu'rylng* I cried again, if I am not willing to be 
*^ cloathed with thy righteoufnefs, then do^ not hear 
^ me; and if thy Blood does not overbalance all my &na^ 
^' then do not hear me ; and if my woi;k is not done, 
'^^ 'and if it is not thy will I fhouM come home, do not 
*' hear me, for wliat am I, a worm before thee. I then 
^ cried and prayed for the whole race of mankind, 
*^ loving them all, but more efpeciaUy, for this little 
<^ family, which he has given me, intreating him, that 
^ he would be in the midft of them, and reveal himfeif 
^f unto them, as. crucified before them, and baniib 
^ every fpirit from them, but his own. 

" I faid, I have no name, worthy of prefcrving, to 
** pofterity, but only as far, as it is conne<Sed with 
** thine, and that, I leave to thee ; I love this body, 
^ becaufe thou haft made it, and haft united it to 
^ thyfclf, and I give it to thee, to be embalmed in the 
• earth, where thine was laid, I call upon thee, as 
** a child does, upon his dear Father ; and I weep over 
^ all the fin of the world, efpecially, over that fin, 
^* that thy Blood, and fufFerings, are defpifed. 

. ♦f I feel my fpirit, leaving all places, and men, here 
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*^ below, and going to my Father;, and to my nativi^ 
*' country, home; yea my own, home. And tho' I 
^^ am here below, in his kingdom; yet, whilft I wait^ 
^io be called home, my longings, and cries, are 
** infatiable Indeed. And , when the LoRb of Glory, 
*' anfwers nic, that I Ihall foon go to him ; my fpirit, 
•' does fo burn with love, to that dear Saviour, that 
^< I flee to him, and can take no denial ; I can't ftay 
^^ here, and tho I am but a bit of duft, and nothing 
** before thee, yet O Father, may I without offending 
•^ thee, afk this one efpecial favour, O Saviour, give 
*' me leave, tho' a worm, to aik without offending, 
*' that my time may be fhortened. O my dear Lord, 
** I muft love thee, and weep at thy feet, and wreftle 
<* with thee, till thou appeareft unto me. This, is thy 
^^ lower houfe, and thou art my life, and my all here 
^^ below ; that, is thy upper houfe, and thou art gonef 
•' before me, and therefore I muft come. Thou canfl 
<^ not leave me long, thou art both here, and ther^ 
♦* alfo, my heaven* 

" I mufi have the Saviour, indeed, for he, is myall; 
^^ all that others have, in the world, and in religion, 
*' and in themfelves, I have in thee ; pleafures, riches, 
*' fafety, honor, life, righteoufnefs, holinefs, wifdom, 
** blifs, joy, gayety, and happmefs ; and by the fame 
<' rule, that each of thefe, is dear to others, he muft 
*' be dear to me. And if a child, longs for his fethcr 9 
** a traveller, for the end of his journey ; a workman, 
^ tQ finiib his work 5 a prifoner, for his liberty ; an 

^heir. 
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^' Jjclr, for the fall poffcffion of his eftatc ; fo, ill 
<< all thefe refped^, I can't help longing, to g« 
**homc. 

" M V (pint rejoices, within nie, in feeing, that he 

^* that made me, will call me hence ; and it is indc'e^I 

*' weary, of all things here, having all kinds of an« 

*' fwers, and confirmations, frcrm the Holy Spirit, te* 

*< lating to my approaching departure* Lord, this 

« is thy houfe, and not mine, I built it for thee, and 

*' not for myfelf ; and the family I have, in it, is thine- 

** For thee Inurfethem; and the* papers, which I 

** leave behind me, are written for thee, and not for mjr 

** ufe. And feeing all in this light, 1 feel, it is eafy to

^ work is done, and I know that I am gomg to my 
**dear God and Father, for he hath, my heart, yea 
** my whole heart.*'— Adding, " tho the enemy is 
^^ permitted to torment my body, blefledbe the Lord, 
•* he IS not fufFered to eome near my fpirit.** He, very 
often, joyfuOy repeated thefe words, ** Glory be to 
** God, death hath no fting ! Death, has loft its 
•* fting !" And again, he broke out, as one full of 
faith and afturance, '^ It is more clear to me, that 
** God, is my everlafting Father, and that I fhall go 
•* to him fcon." He over, and over again, exprefledn 
how exceeding dear and precious the Saviour was 
to him, and faid, *' This is following Jesus : We 
'^ are come to Mount Sion, and I am on Mount 
* Sionj I faw great glory before, in that, God Man,^ 
^ Jesus, but nothing to what I now behold in Him P' 
And at another time, when he awoke from a flumber. 
through the extreme pain of his body, his fpirit leaping; 
within him, as a prifoner coming to liberty, thinking, 
this thelaft ftroke, he cried out, O Jesus, " here I 
« come, here I come to Thee/'— Some time after- 
wards, he exprefted his faith, and longing defires, to 
" depart, faying, I am in great pain, but all is well,^ 
** all is well, he hath fettled all things well ; O, how 
« would it be, if the fting of death, had not been taken 
«* away. O that I could now go home, for my work 
** is done here." 

And, as he conftantly contemplated, on the infinite 
fuflFering$^ of the Redeemer ; which, was always h\w 

pleafant ' 
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ant thome, fae^ud, <^ I am in great pain, but CtiRisr 
<^ by his fufFcrings hath taken away the fting, of my 
^^ fufterings: O here is vi6lory, indeed, great is the 
<* Glory, but narrow is the way to it; O how full is the 
^^ world of foMe faith, and felfe hope*' — Then, con- 
fidering the great faithfulnefs, of the Lord, to him^ 
he breathed out the language of his foul, in thefe words, 
<^ O the dear Redeemer, he keeps my heart with 
«* himfelf." — When he was in the greateft pain, 
he often, cried out, '< O this cup, BkScd l>e Goo 
c^for this laft cup. JESUS drank it all for me,^« 
<< I (hall be foon with that God, that died for me, to 
«fave me, to all eternity." And thus, he went 
home to Reft, in the Lord* July 21, 1773. In the 
60*** year, of his age. 

Many more diyinc fayings, came from him juft 
before he departed, which were not taken down, 
whereby, he teftified bis great love to precious fouls, 
>nd the concern, he was in, about theau

He, that overcometh the pride, the unbelief 
and unwillingnefs of his nature, and is made willing 
to become a fool for his fake ; going unto him, under ai 
feeling fenfeof his own mifery, feeing himfelf thech^f 
of finners, defervlng to be damned: Such a one. 
ihall find fuch fweetnefs in bis love, that he ihaH 
never have an abiding reli£h, or defire for creature^ 
delig-hts, or creature-approbation, i^c. He dies t0 
himfelf, and to the world, its honors^ and praites; 
and out of his belly flows a well of water, fprioging 
tip to eternal life. He now, lives a life, hid witk 
Christ in Goo. A life hidden from the world | 
and now has bread to eat, which the world know^ 
nothing of, and eats of the bread that comes down 
from above, yohn vi. 51* ^e. And being now rifen 
with Christ^ he fets bis afFe£Uons on things 
above, and hath treafures in heaven 3 often feeling ^ 
himfelf a ftranger, and a pi)grim here, waiting for th^ 
happy word, that calls him home : defireing to liv^ 
henceforth, to any other end, but to enjoy, and glorify 
his God ; feeling, the Son has made him free, from 
the fear of Hell, or of falling finally, away. He ierveji 
his God, out of love, for thu^ faving him | and when 
he feels himfelf weak, through the flefh, that is ftill i{t 
him (though it is crucified, and has loft much power) 
yet he rejoices, in the ftrength that is laid up i<i 
Christ | and counts it an honor, to be enabled tp 
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Tuffcr anything, for the fake of the name 6f jEstJff* 
He longs for more acquaintance, and clearer fellow- 
(hip with him, who is his all. Who died, that he 
might have life. Whom, by faith, he fees, a full propi- 
tiation, for him j preparing a manfion for him above. 
John xiv, 2, 3. I John ii. i, 2. Self is drawn, or caft 
down, in him, and Christ is fet up, fo that no^, 
he ceafes from feeking his own intereft, or praife 5 
feeking only, or chiefly, his Lord and Mafter's ; who 
, having fent his Spirit into his heart, doth make him 
cry, J^i?ha Father ! To teach him that, which is hid 
from the wife, and learned ; and which the world by 
natural wifdom, cannot know, i Cor, i.ii. This 
Spirit, applies the Blood of Christ, to his con- 
fcience ; and fhews God reconciled to him : and 
that melts him down, to love, and godly forrow, that 
ever he fiiould pierce, the lovely Jfisus ; and makes 
him cry. Lord, What fhall I do for thy great name, 
while I live, to fhew my love to thee ? Now, 
the foulj feeling its relationfhip, to Jfisus Christ, 
goes to him j and humbly, by faith, lays claim to 
all his merits, and all he has brought to finners, by 
his aftive, and paffive obedience, as his own. For, 
as the wife, by her marriage, is entitled to her huf- 
band's eftate, fo each believer being united to 
Christ, by a lively faith ^ earth, yea, all in heaven 
is ours. I Cor, iii. 22, 23. If through weaknefs he 
falls, though his heart breaks, becaufe he offended 
his dear Lord, who freely forgives him all ; yet he 
cannot live in doubt, becaufe the Blood of Jesus 

Christ 
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Christ delivcreth, or cleanfeth him from all fin. 
t "John i. 7* He now feels, what before he only read, 
and hfid a notion of, and can fay, My Beloved is mine^ 
and I am his. And fo every new difcovery, of 
Christ's love, transforms his fpirit, and nature, 
more and more to his image. Then he begins to 
fed, what is a broken heart, and a contrite fpirit : 
and then, he feels it more eafy, to forgive injuries, 
to love enemies, to bear reproaches, to be defpifed, 
and contradi£ted. So, being ufed to the crofs, he is 
more and more perfedled, by fufferings, till after 
having fuffered with Chrsit, a little while, he is 
tranflated, to be glorified with him; to exchange 
reproach, for glory, darknefs, for perfect light : feeing 
weakly, as through a glafs, for the full fruition, 
having obtained the complete vidlory. He wears the 
crown, among thofe, that came out of great tri- 
bulation; having wafbed their robes, in the Bloo^ 
of the Lamb : and there wait, for the accomplifhing 
the number of the ele£l, when be (hall make one, 
among the heavenly Choir, wh^n Christ will com.e 
to be glorified in his faints.

Dear Sir^ 

BE not furprifed, if our dear Lord is fhewing yon, 
more and more of your helplefTnefs, and inabi- 
lity to believe, and repent, and love, or even to aft 
thofe graces, that he has wrought in you^ already. 
Though they now feem dead, they will be made 
to blofom, and bear fruit again. We are a very long 
time, learning to deny ourfelves ; and are daily prone 
to backflide from him, who is our Helper, to feek for 
liberty : and we hear, that true freedom is not to be 
had in ourfelves. Perhaps you are come, by this 
time, to fee more and more of your ignorance in 
fpiritual things ; yea that you are quite blind, and 
can fee nothing. This is alfo the Lord's doings, 
and it fhould be marvellous in our eyes ; for it is in 
his light we fee our darknefs. Our Idol of felf- 
wifdom muft come down, as well as that of fel& 
fufiiciency. The world, by their own wifdom know 
not God J and, from the great love we bear, to our 
own wifdom, we are not willing, to become fools, 
that we may be made truly wife to falvation. There- 
fore, the things of God, are hid, from the wife, and 
learned, according to the flefh, and the world, but 
are revealed, to babes, and thofe who are ignorant, 
in their own eyes, and the efleem of the world. 
Whence had this Man le5*rn;ng, was the old objec- 
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tion ; bat God, works wifely, through the fooIifii« 
Bcfs of preaching, 1 Cor. i. 19, 21. viii. 27. and ftill 
brings to nought, and confounds the council of the 
wife. Thus, ChIiist becomes fooliflinefs to the 
Creiis^ that wouU know him by mere learning, and 
tbe dint of reafon : and a ftumbling block - to the 
Jews^ that would not own fuch a King, who made 
no better figure, than to ride on an afs : and had no 
l)CCter companions than poor fifhermen, yet, he ap« 
pears truly glorious, -and altogether lovely, in the 
eyes of thofe, that are taught by him, and are made 
wiDtng to become fools, that they may have the teach-* 
ings of his Spirit. When called to endure crofles, 
trials and temptations, think it not flrange ; for our 
fiiith muft be purified. And till we perceive tbe 
4epths of iniquicy, in our hearts, and the abominable 
evil of our nature, we fhall never admire the free^ 
Ibvereign e)e<3ing love of Goz> : that called us, out 
of many thoufands, and made us to differ, when there 
was no difference. We are all prone to fet up our * 
own righteoufnefs ; and thus lofe fight of that rightc- 
oufhefs of Christ, in which alone God looks upon 
us with approbation. We fecretly, build on the fand^ 
of fome work or other, of our own ; and fo claim a 
part with the Saviour, in the work of our falva- 
tion. Thus wc, in the pride of our hearts, would 
have it, that we make ourfelves to differ, and that 
God did not love us, becaufe it was his good 
pkafurc fo to do; but becaufe, be forefaw fome 
difference, or that we would make ourfelves to differ ; 
fcy improving the grace that be would give us. 

This 
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4^his IS the language, of all our carnal, proud hearttj 
i^hile unwilling that God, in Christ, fhould have 
t\l the glory, of our Salvation. Until God fhews 
tis, the abyfs, of unconceivable abominations, that is 
in our vile nature, and that we are in every thing 
contrary to God's pure nature ; and how much we 
deny, and difhonor all his perfections, and alfo break 
every jot of his holy Law ; and thus prove, we are of 
the very fame nature with the devil, and damned fpirits. 
And are fully anfwerable to the titles that the Holy 
Spirit gives us in hisfacred word^ viz, of dogs, fwine, 
goats, tygers, lions, wolves, children of the devili 
enemies to God, dead, blind, and rebellious; full of 
W0unds, and putrifying fores. We hear^ th^t the 
ant, or the wild afs*s colt, is wifer than ourfelves ; 
and that none^ can caft out the ftrong man ^rmed, 
the god of this world, that works in our hearts, but 
he that is ftronger, or Almighty, Then, being thus 
experimentally^ brought to know our own hearts ;

Indeed, we fhould pity what 
we are notable to mendi and endeavour to. prevail 
with God, by praying for them; when we fee, w^ 
cannot win them, by fpiritual, and experimental rea- 
foning. When God, by difcovering our fall, original, 
pollution, and loathfomenefs ; brings us to admire that 
love> and wifdom, that would find out a recovery^ 
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forfuch mtferiWe creatures. Then wiH ourenem]^ 
raue, vhen he fees us, dreading the r<Kk of felf» 
righteoirfncfs ; being now convinced, that if wcfliaB 
not have the Righteoufnefs of Christ, wc muft 
perifh for ever. I^hcn, will he ft;r up, another cor- 
ruption, in our hearts, viz, unbelief, or carnal reafon- 
ing, crying. How can God love fuch a loatMbfne 
creature, alnd fuch an abominable rebd, as thou art ? 
Till God breaks that ftrong hold, alfo, fey Shewing 
us, that his grace is free, and doth not call the rigfate* 
ous, but finners to repentance And when die enemy 
foils again, to keep us, by a fight of our vilenefs, front 
going to Christ, mi laying hold of him ; he will 
tf V) to beat us off, from our confidence, and writ 
ftrive to tempt us to lay down our ihield, by {hewing 
us our unfaithfulnefs, fince we tel'eved, and alfo that 
we are imperfedl, in all our bed cAedlence, faying^ 
with our modern divinity, that we are juftified, by 
the imputation of Christ's meritorious death ; but 
that imputation is only conditional, on the confider« 
at'on of our owii faithfulnefs, and obe iience; fo that, 
Christ brought us into a ftate of falvation, but we 
muft keep ourielves in it. By thefe ftratagem« of 
the devil, our poor fouls, are long kept in bondage, 
till the ligbt of the glorious Gofpcl, arifes more clear- 
ly on our fouls, and difpels the clouds of errors, where 
the prince of darknefs dweJs : and then, we (hall, 
by the teachings of the Holy Spirit, fee that Christ 
is made unto us, Sandification, as well as Righteouf^ 
nefs ; and that God looks on us as holyi and juft 



iff Christ ; and that h*s aftivc, as well as his paffivc 
obedience, is. imputed to us j and we are thereby, 
||uite freed from the Law, as a covenant. And wc 
iee die whole we need, in him j and that as he |?egan 
the work, fo he has undertaken to finifli it. And as 
G4>D, by his free love, brought us into the ftate of 
(alvatioo. He alfo bith decreed, by his faith^ulnefs, to 
^ccep us i«n it; and to Ripply us, with all graces 
neceflary, to our glorifying him here, and to all etei*

IT is, with fincere efteem, and warmeft affeflion^

Still refolved to go on in faith and love, ex- 
pefting our dear Saviour would give fuch as it moft 
immediately concerned, a dear right judgment, of 
this work, wherein, I have been counted worthy, to

no other fide b^ ever viewed^ but that ? are there no 
confiderations, to foften the charges laid againft the 
work ? Are not we forry, for giving juft offence 
to any, or for fhewing a fpirit, of improper behav- 
iour, contrary to the Gofpel ? Do we not openly, be* 
fore the world, acknowledge, and bewail, all oiir in- 
firmities ? and profefs our earneft defire, after a tho- 
rough conformity, to our Saviour's example and 
precepts ? Though we are refufed regular admiffion 
to the Communion^ and doubtlefsj for reafons, that 
feemed to our fupcriors, fufficient ; according to the 
light in which we are fct before them. And though 
we are publickly, from the pulpit, reproached, and 
branded, with that which do not belong to us, and 
tho* many of us have, in our own Pariflb Churchy 
been refufed the Sacrament ; for no other reafoii, but 
frequenting out Societies. Yet, we do ftill deter- 
mine to continue in prayer, for our defolate Churchy 
and to abide in her, until, totally put out, Ilcnow 
too well, her fpiritual poverty : though fhe in her 

fallen ftate, is ready to fay, fhe wants nothing. The 
work done among us, is too evident, to be denied^ 
and too mahifeft to be concealed, or need any proof^ 
that it is, as to the bulk, and fubftance of it, a 
work of the Lord : tho' clouded with fome un- 
avoidable weakileffes | which charity, on true, and

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folid co'nfiderations, will cover. Yea, we have Ven- 
tured our lives, for feveral years, under all mannef 
of difcouragements, in the face of an angry world j 
frequently in danger, of being floned to d^atTi, 
fometimes appearing with oiir blood mingled with 
the duft, without any provocation, but becaufe we 
invited them to th'e Saviour of finners, Whilft, the 
Lord knoweth, we had no other motive, conftrain- 

ing us, to travel inceffantly, day and night, through 
exceflive rain, wind, hail, froft and fnow, difcourf- 
ing on all weathers, in the open air, but love, to God, 
and his Church ; promifmg ourfelves, and wanting 
no other return, in this world, bcfides what we had, 
in our own confcience. Enduring fcandals, hard 
fpeeches, and reproaches 5 eflceming this reward 

enough, to find poor ignorant prophane wretches; 
crying out, " What fliall we do to be faved ?" Break- 
ing off their fins, in righteoufiiefs j following the , 
Lord, they once blafphemed, and bringing forth the 
good fruit of obedience, in their future lives. This 
reward, we undeniably have, though feveral tares 
grow with the wheat, that make a fine fhew, and 
then turn out bad, and bring an evil report, which 
we have feen with breaking hearts. Yet, bleflied be 
God, thcr? are feveral thoufands in England and 
Wales^ that prove by Gofpel charafters, they are 
enlifted into the army of Chriftians indeed: to 
whom the Lord has made us, means of falvation, 
plucking them, as fire-brandjs, out of the burning. 
O did our fuperiors know, only the hundredth part, 
of the real good done, I am perfuaJed, they would be 
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fo far from difcouraging, or thinking ill of the work, 
which fo evidently befpeaks its great Author, that they 
would enquire more into it, till they Ihould be fully 
fatisfied, on juft evidences ; fo that whatever mixtures, 
of Enthufiaftic flights, hot zeal, or other irregulari- 
ties, might join with it, in urging the truth ; yet, 
I am humbly perfuaded, many of the matters of our 
Ifrael^ would with tears, or praifes, fall down before 
him that fits upon the throne, and fay, *^ Verily, the 
Lord has vifited our land ; and this is the Lord's 
doing. Who befides, could open the eyes of the 
blind, and turn the wicked, from the evil of his ways, 
and make the profane fcofFer, an humble, perfever- 
ing worfhiper of God ? Inftances are, through God's 
help, innumerable. I am fure, as you fee,' and feel, 
the ftrength, weight and burden, of the great work 
pf dealing with fouls, and are not infenfible, of the 
trials and fnares that furround us, from the various 
kinds of people, we have to deal with, from the in- 
vifible enemy ; and above all, from the unfathomable 
depth of iniquity, that was born with us. You can 
not help weeping over lis, before the Lord ; and 
that it is a miracle that our heads are kept above 
water. O dear Sir, Who 13 fufficient for thefe 
things ? If I had not a well ground^ perfuafion, that 
the work is the Lord's, and that he hath undertaken 
to bear the care, weight, and management ; my 
hands would hang down, under a thoufand confider- 
ations. And it is by this humble dependance, on the 
grace, wifdom, power, and faithfulnefs, Ifee in him,

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that I move. O Sir, help us in your prayers, for 
never was fuch weak, unworthy, infufficient worms, 
employed in fo great a work. How will it at laft 
bring him honor, and praife, before men and angels, 
for ever employing, and bleffing in any degree, 
fuch poor, and juftly defpifed inftruments. Your 
cautions, about pride, (ffc, are always feafonable, 
and bleffed to me ; for I can never fufficiently, 
prize the privilege, of faithful exhortations ; I need 
them continually. When I am made in fome mea* 
fure, poor in fpirit ; I foon forget my nothingnefs, and 
need of frefh fupplies of grace every moment, or that 
I ftand by faith alone. What would become of 
me, if our dear, and faithful Redeemer, did not pro* 
vide thorns for my flefli daily; a frefli buffeting 
continually ? How happy it is foi: me, that of a truth 
indeed, by his own order, I believe, and hold faft, 
that he has undertaken to die for me ; and that be« 
caufe he lives, I fhall live alfo : being kept, by his 
power alone, through faith to falvation, O help 
Sir, help in the great, yea, very great work of en- 
deavouring to fnatch many poor finners, as brands 
from the fire; pray help us, for the Lord's fake, 
all you can every way.

I Have been at Bath^ &c. for fome time, and am 
but lately returned, otherwife, I fhould have 
anfwered yours fooner. I truft, thaf every truth, finks 
deeper daily into your fpirit, fo as to bias your very 
nature. As a fpirit of thoughtleflhefs, yea, diflnclin- 
ation fills the dead, unawakened world, and I am 
afraid, too much iniSuences, ferions people : and fuch 
as are in fome meafure roufed up, to hear the truth. 

I never 
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I never faw more need, of diftinguiftiing, the common 
illumination, drawings, and conviftions of the Holy 
Spirit ; that not only may, but if it goes no farther, 
certainly will come to nothing : from the real faving 
faith, that truly unites our fouls, and fpirits, to the dear 
Redeemer, for ever, with an indiflbluble tie. This 
purifies the heart, and goes ftrait forward, thro* life, 
and death, to its own objedl ; looking liot at the pre- 
fent, but future reward. Doth truly, and internal!/ 
feed on the Redeemer, and does as really live on the 
dear Saviour, as by nature we lived to felf, and our 
own wills, and praife. My dear friend^ if our Sa- 
viour fends you out, as he did his firft Minifters, 
you muft expedl to meet oppofition, from Jews^ and 
Greeks^ as they did. But, as he ftood by them, to 
carry them thro' all oppofition, he is ftill the fame, 
willing, and able, to carry you through. I have trufted 
him alone, for above thirty-fix years, and find him 
faithfully anfwer, and fulfil, all the offices, names, and 
charafters, he afliimes in his word. And have 
found, and do find, more than ever ; ail that is faid of 
vile Apoftates, fallen men, to be true j fo it is clear 
to me, who am the chief of all finners, and the leaft 
in God's houfe ; and it is eafy for tr.e to cry, Lord, 
I am as a brute beaft before thee, and to efteem others 
better than my felf. I had many fweet moments 
with dear Mr. Fletcher^ at Bath^ whom the Lord 
is much with; and I hope, he will leave great 
bleflings behind him, O may the Redeemer carry 

on 
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•n his work with power, thro* a faithful, heart-' 
iearch*ing miniftry; by fending faithful Labourers 
into his harveft, and qualify fuch witnefles, as (hall 
{hake, and awaken the poor world, and even profeiTors 
alfo, from their fleepy, carnal, unbelieving condition. 
May fuch a foundation be laid, as the gates of hell (halt 
not be able to prevail againft it, that faith propa- 
gated that removes all mountains of difficulties, which 
feem to be in the way; and fet up the dear Sa- 
viour of finners, on the throne of the heart, in all 
bis offices. This, and this alone, will ftand the fire, 
and teft of the laft day. O may the heart-felt know- 
ledge ot a dying God, be fpread far and near ! and

may the true ApoftoUc faith, and primitive, univerfal 
love, fimplicity, and devotednefs to him, fill the land^ 
yea, fill the whole earth. Amen.
